FIRST SESSION— TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 
June 23rd, 1903. 

The first session was called to order at 3 o'clock p. m., at 
Zenobia Hall, by the President, Mr. O. N. Garrett. 

The President : The time has come for the convention of 
the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association to be opened, and the 
meeting will now come to order. The first thing we have to do 
on the program is an address of welcome by His Honor, Mayor 
Jones, of this city. (Applause.) 

Honorable Samuel Jones, Mayor of Toledo, then addressed 
the convention as follows : 

Friends of the Ohio Pharmaceutical Association : 

I am glad of the privilege of being here to say " Welcome " for the City 
of Toledo. Among the varied duties, useful and otherwise — mainly other- 
wise-rthat fall to the lot of a mayor, I know of none that seems to be of 
more consequence than this task of extending the hospitalities for the 
people. Hospitality has long been regarded as one of the leading Christian 
virtues; "Given to hospitality;" and I count myself happy whenever it 
falls upon me to discharge this very important duty, however imperfectly I 
may discharge it. I know of no word that has a deeper meaning, a more 
important significance, than this word "welcome," that I see woven into 
doormats and festooned over awnings here and there in our cities on gala 
occasions. It seems that the human heart is one, that humanity is one, that 
the struggle is ever on to realize our first relation to each other. And these 
gettings together, these assemblings of the various trades, societies and 
organizations is one of the very best and beautiful indications of the growth 
of the social movement of the present day.

So I bid you welcome, because I know you are better for coming here, 
and I know you will be better for having been here, and I know we will be 
better for your having been with us. 

There is no class of public servants in the commercial world or in the 
industrial, or in any other division of the world, as we call it, that is really 
any more important than any other class, as I look upon it. We are all parts of 
one great whole ; but we are in a period of evolution and change. We are 
going forward and onward and upward to a better "on, on." 

The profession, or trade, or craft, or whatever you choose to call it, to 
which you belong, — the druggist of to-day seems to me to be far and away 
beyond and better than he was twenty- five, or thirty, or fifty years ago. The 
drugstore has evolved from being an enlarged pill-box, as it used to be— a 
dispensary of jalap, quinine and podophyllin — has developed to-day until it 
is now a sort of social center. The drugstore in our cities has a city direc- 
tory, it maintains a free telephone service (applause), and is a general loafing 
place in the small towns. I have spent many pleasant hours over a cigar at 
Ben Hill's drugstore with a boon companion, and look back to those hours 
with reminiscent joy ; and I find that the drugstore now has evolved to be 
a social center, where the young fellow in our cities makes his appointments 
to meet his best girl, and to sip soda water, more harmless, perhaps, in a de- 
gree than the beer and stronger decoctions which he might sup elsewhere if 
it were not for the drugstore. 

So, I think there is no part of us very much better than any other part. 
If there is any bad in us, we are good and bad all together. As Emerson says: 
"The wave of evil washes us alike." And if I thought that your business 
was only dispensing drugs, as the word would seem to imply, I would not 
count you of so much value. 

I notice here in our city, we have several drugstores where appears on 
the window an invitation to come in and sit and wait for the cars. What 
can be more wholesome than that, if a fellow is tired standing on the corner 
and there is not a very frequent car service ? 

That leads me to think that whatever our business, or calling, or vocation, 
it won't be of very much consequence unless it is in a measure a public busi- 
ness, so that every druggist, while he says, "It is my private business," it is 
also a public business, or it is of no account, either to you or to the public. 
And that leads me to say, further, that any private business that is so private 
as not to be at the same time a public business — well, it is pretty near a pub- 
lic nuisance. Any private business that is so private as not to be of any con- 
cern to the public, or either to concern the public in suppressing it, is a public 
nuisance. 

I welcome you here, then, as a part of this great public, that goes to make 
up the thing we call America — the thing we dream about, the Democracy, 
the equality that our forefathers committed this government to, and which 
we have yet to work out. I welcome you as a part of that, from the different 
portions of the great State of Ohio ; and I know as I say that that great idea 
will be pushed just a little bit further along when you get away — that you 
will be better friends, you will make new acquaintances, and go away with a 
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grander and a greater and nobler idea of life and the human family to which 
we all belong, and of the great and glorious idea of the brotherhood of 
man. 

As for the city itself, you knew before you came here that it is a " wide- 
open " town. '(Applause. ) And I dare say there is not any danger of any of 
you being held up on the streets. I do not see that statistics show that we 
have any more holding up in Toledo than they do in Cincinnati, or Cleve- 
land, or Dayton, or Detroit. I notice that St. Louis has about 700,000 popu- 
lation, and we have about 150,000. That is, they are a little more than four 
times as big, but they are more than eleven times as bad, if figures can be 
relied upon. I looked up the figures not long ago, during the time when we 
had one homicide, and they had sixty-one. That while they are four times 
as big, they have arrested eleven times as many people for drunkenness, and 
they have not as many saloons per capita as we have. But, you know, while 
there is an old saying that figures won't lie, we all know that liars will figure. 
(Laughter and applause.) 

Figures don't mean very much, but it is really encouraging to me — and 
I think it may help you to sleep a little sounder— to know some of these 
things ; and I can not help but call your attention to the showing that we 
have here, that while our city twenty years ago was but 50,000, now it is 
150,000. Last year we arrested 432 persons less in Toledo than twenty years 
ago, when the city was one- third its present size. If it is wide open and free, 
and promises to be free, those figures don't indicate that it is particularly 
dangerous. 

There is still more room in the city prison for more people to be locked 
up ; and I am happy to say that there are days when we have no one locked 
up. Once in a while we have such a day ; and I will be happier still when 
the great American idea has possessed us, when we have come to realize the 
meaning of self-government ; when every man and woman will have come" 
to know the meaning of Democracy, and Brotherly Love come to govern us ; 
when man will not trespass on the rights of his neighbor ; when the Ameri- 
can principle will be fully evolved ; business will be friendship ; and the 
Golden Rule will be the complete law of the land ; and I am one of the 
dreamers who feel that that time is here now, if in our hearts we want to 
possess it We want to be a nation of self-governing men, each man know- 
ing the right and doing the right, not from fear or hope of reward or recom- 
pense, but because he has seen the beauty of right doing and knows that the 
recompense is in the act itself. With such a nation, such a people, would it 
not be indeed a Heaven on Earth ? 

And to the city that is to realize that destiny, I take great pleasure in 
bidding you welcome for your deliberations, and without any further form- 
alities or approaches at multiplicity of words, I simply say if you see any- 
thing during your stay here that you want, take it, it is yours ! 

The President : I will call upon Mr. Ogier to make the 
response to this very entertaining address of the Mayor. 

Mr. Ogier : Mr. President, Gentlemen, and His Honor, the 
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Mayor: I do not think that any formal response to this hearty 
welcome is necessary. The welcome is evidently sincere, and I 
am sure that the Association is glad to be in Toledo after an ab- 
sence of twelve years. I remember that we enjoyed our meeting 
here twelve years ago, very much indeed, and it is always a 
pleasure to come to this *' windy city " of Ohio. For we find the 
''glad hand" from our pharmaceutical friends and a cordial 
welcome from all with whom we may come in contact. 

On behalf of the Association, therefore, I recognize the wel- 
come that has been extended to us by His Honor, the Mayor, and 
I am sure that we all appreciate that welcome, and that we will 
try to so conduct ourselves while we are in this great city that 
when we go away they will not be any the worse for our having 
been here. (Applause.) 

The President : The next thing on our program this after- 
noon is an address of welcome through Mr. McCann, from the 
druggists of Toledo. I take pleasure in introducing Mr. McCann. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. McCann : — 

Mr. President^ Ladies and Gentlemen, and Fellow-members of the Ohio 
State Pharmaceutical Association: 

This is indeed a very pleasant duty that has been imposed upon me by 
my fellow-druggists — that of extending to you a welcome and the hospitalities 
of our goodly city. 

It is, however, to be regretted that they did not select someone more 
graceful in speech, but for my shortcomings in eloquence and oratory, I hope 
to make up in earnestness and sincerity. 

I now take very great pleasure, on behalf of the druggists of Toledo, in 
extending to you most cordial greetings and happy felicitations. 

We feel honored by your presence and trust that this, our Silver- Jubilee 
Meeting, will prove to be most pleasant and profitable to all. 

It was my privilege and pleasure last year to extend to you an invitation 
to meet with us this summer. I am happy to know that you so willingly 
availed yourselves of the invitation. 

I think I told you at that time that Toledo was a good place to come to. 
In fact, I told you, " that Toledo was the best town on Earthy I haven't 
changed my mind about it very materially since, notwithstanding we have a 
new code^ and a new set of politicians on tap. 

I will repeat it : "Toledo is the best town on earth." Perhaps you 
would like to know why I think so. I will tell you. To-day Toledo is 
the only city in the universe, or, at least, in this world — that's all we know — 
where the altruistic doctrine and the spirit of the Golden Rule is preached. 
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promulgated and practiced, and made a part and parcel of the Administra- 
tion of Municipal Affairs by its chief executive. 

That's a pretty good reason, isn't it? Why, I wouldn't doubt but what 
some of you have heard of the Golden Rule. I can remember when I was 
a boy that the churches even referred to it occasionally, but never thought it 
necessary to put it into practice. 

Here in Toledo, under the force of precept and example, we have become 
thoroughly inoculated. It's contagious and epidemic with us now. We 
carry it around with us and practice it in our everyday lives. 

You have perhaps heard Toledo referred to as a "wide open towli." 
Gentlemen, that is true, Toledo is a wide-open town. Wide open for the re- 
ception of the capitalist, and the men of large business affairs, to whom we 
offer facilities and inducements to come here and start the wheels of industry, 
thereby giving employment to our honest working people. Wide open 
always to the visitor, like yourselves, men of learning and scientific attain- 
ments, who, by their skill and wisdom, are enabled to add something to the 
sum total of human happiness. 

Yes, my friends, Toledo is even wide open to the poor, unfortunate, way- 
faring stranger, who has lost his way — the tramp, the hobo— if you wish to 
call him such. Our humanity is broad enough to reach him. We give him 
shelter, a bite to eat, a word of encouragement, that he may take heart and 
make an effort to regain his manhood. All, perhaps, will not do it. Possibly 
some may. It's worth the while. It's right. It's human. It's good, prac- 
tical religion, of which we all stand in need. 

My friends, I want each and every one of you, when you return to your 
homes, to tell your friends that Toledo is a wide-open town. The one city 
where the reading of the Declaration of Independence is interpreted in its 
literal sense, where all may enjoy life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness, 
with the great boon of independent and non-partisan politics thrown in. 

The fact occurs to me now, that it is just a trifle over thirteen years since 
you paid us your last visit. (We hope to see you oftener hereafter. ) At that 
time Toledo was a struggling village along the banks of the classic Maumee. 
Since then we have expanded, we have grown to be a first-class Metropolitan 
city, with all the accoutrements, both good and bad — so much so, that there 
are but two cities in the State now that can compete with us in population. 
And, if we could only kill about half-a-dozen local politicians, there would 
not be any that could excel us in ethics, morals and right living. 

I do not wish to take up any more of your time. I think I have said 
sufficient to convince you that Toledo is a good place to come to. 

I trust this, our Twenty-fifth Annual Meeting, will prove to be the most 
harmonious and useful since our organization. 

Again, in the name of the Toledo druggists, I bid you most hearty wel- 
come. Toledo is yours. If there is anything you want, take it." 

^ The President : I will call upon Professor Arny, of Cleve- 
land, to respond to this address of welcome of the Toledo drug- 
gists. 
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Professor Arny : — 

Mr. Mayor, President^ Ladies\and Gentlemen : 

After hearing the cordial welcome extended by the Mayor and Mr. 
McCann, I think we have chosen rightly in meeting at Toledo. The words 
of hospitality which have been shown in these addresses convince me of this 
fact. We have heard that not only is the town wide open, but we have also 
seen the fact that our Toledo brethren are here with wide-open arms, ready 
to greet us. 

We have been told that we can take anything we want, and besides that. 
His Honer, the Mayor, has told us that there is room in the jail, if we want 
to go there. I think it is eminently right that we should be in Toledo. In 
the first place, I think that it is eminently appropriate that we should cele- 
brate our Silver Anniversary in the City of the Golden Rule. I think, also, 
that it is a delightful place, and to be able to meet the old friends whom we 
see each year, and I think, above all things, that it is delightful to receive the 
greetings that we have from our friends and brethren, the Toledo druggists. 
In that way, I believe that we are heartily repaid for our visit, although I 
have just arrived. 

Mayor Jones' speech gave me a new point, which was — the reason why 
the druggists are so hospitable and so accommodating. I recall in my boy- 
hood experience several instances of the accommodation and hospitality 
which had to be shown to our customers. 

There was a blind man who came every day to have the stock reports 
read to him. We stood that ; that was all right. I remember once a lady of 
color came in and asked me what time the four o'clock train left. But we 
drew the line one day when an Irish lady came in and asked if the little boy 
could not come and take care of the baby while she went down town — the 
baby was so fond of the little boy in the drugstore. We felt that that was a 
little too much. 

Looking over the program that has been arranged for our entertainment, 
I am somewhat appalled. I cannot understand how we are going to be able 
to digest all of the food, both mental and material, which is laid before us. 
I really feel that we are somewhat in the finL of the little boy in " Mrs Wiggs 
of the Cabbage Patch," who, when asked to take another piece of pie, said : 
•' Well, Maw, I'll chaw it, but I can't swaller it." 

I feel sure that we will be able to have a fine time, and not only that, but 
that we will have a very promising time, and I am convinced that the meet- 
ing in Toledo will not only be a most delightful enjoyment and outing, but 
it will also be one of the most profitable meetings which the Association ever 
experienced. 

With these words, I wish to again, in closing, thank the Toledo drug- 
gists, and His Honor, Mayor Jones, for their cordial welcome, and to voice 
the sentiments of the Association that we are heartily glad we are here. 
(Applause.)

SECOND SESSION— WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON. 
June 24th, 1903. 

The meeting was called to order by the President in pursu- 
ance of the recess, at 5 o'clock p. m., on board the steamer 
''Greyhound." 

Mr. Vortkamp, Vice-President, assumed the chair, when the 
minutes of the previous sessions were read and approved. 

The President read his annual address as follows : 



PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

Members of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association : 

The meeting of to-day marks the twenty-fifth anniversary, or " Silver 
Jubilee," of this Association. To many of you, who were charter members, 
and who commenced with the first meeting and have been active members 
during all these twenty-five years, it might be interesting to look back over a 
little of the history j'ou have made for pharmacy in this State. In 1883 and 
1884 you were successful in getting your first measure regulating the practice 
of pharmacy into a law. This statute answered the purpose until 1896, when 
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by a special session of this Association, held in Columbus, another measure, 
more comprehensive in its relation to pharmacy and better adapted to the 
necessities of the pharmacist of to-day was framed; its passage by the Gen- 
eral Assembly was secured and went into effect in April of that year. There 
are now enacted and in force in this State, laws regulating the indiscriminate 
sale of poisons and narcotic drugs. In everything pertaining to the better- 
ment of the pharmacist and the protection of the public, the Association has 
taken the lead, and I congratulate you, gentlemen, upon what has been ac- 
complished in the past twenty-five years. 

But while we have made history during that period, there is a vast future 
in store for this Association. There remains yet much for us to do. In the 
early years of our existence, we had not so much to contend with in a com- 
mercial way as we now have. The " cut-rate " evil was then scarcely known. 
There were not so many drug stores, and competition was not so close. The 
lines of goods which we were expected to furnish were not so varied as at 
present. New and intricate conditions are presenting themselves every 
year, requiring the combined thought of our best men to meet them and 
adapt them to our profession. Legislation has taken a prominent part in 
the affairs of the pharmacist ; and while this, in a reasonable way, is whole- 
some, our Auxiliary has constantly to be on the alert to prevent unjust and 
unfair measures from becoming laws. During the year just ended, some of 
the new laws, enacted at the last session of the Legislature, have gone into 
effect, and we are now working under them. The most important are the 
statutes regulating the sale of poisons and narcotics. Until these measures 
were passed, we never had a poison law which was in any way definite. The 
druggist who sold poisons or narcotics knew not when the sale was made, 
whether he was conforming with the law, or whether he was getting himself 
into trouble. We now have one which seems to be, in most respects, very 
plain, enumerating a long list of poisons, and expressing the conditions un- 
der which they may be sold. I find, upon inquiry, that many drug^sts are 
reasonably well pleased with the law ; but am sorry to say that its require- 
ments do not seem to be as fully followed as they should be, especially in 
some of the cities of the State, and may not be until adequate provision is 
made for their enforcement. 

With slight modifications which I believe should be made, and which I 
trust will be thoroughly discussed at this meeting, I feel that we will realize 
that these enactments will be to our benefit. 

I urge upon all members a strict compliance with the provisions of these 
laws : for while they may entail some additional burdens upon us, yet I feel 
that the protection, not only to the public but to ourselves, will justify the 
conditions required. 

In reviewing the work of the past year, we are naturally attracted to that 
which affects our business in a financial way. I refer particularly to the evil 
of price cutting. This is being looked after by the N. A. R. D., through a 
plan adopted by it in convention in the city of Cleveland, September last, 
known as the " Serial Numbering Plan with Contract Attached." This plan 
was put in operation through the Executive Committee of the N. A. R. D., 
the latter part of January last, by one of the well-known proprietary medi- 
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cine companies of the West, and, since its introduction by this firm, has been 
adopted by quite a number of manufacturers. From the reports, a large per 
cent, of the retail druggists have signed this contract, and one well-known 
patent preparation is selling at full price. While the plan may not be per- 
fect, and while it may fall short in reaching the apex of full prices, it cer- 
tainly is a long step forward, and should have the earnest support of every 
retail druggist who desires a fair income from his labor and his investment. 
In connection with this subject, I will hand to the Secretary for submission 
to this Association, during this session, a communication, including certain 
resolutions, sent me by Thomas V. Wooten, Secretary of the N. A. R. D., 
and ask that it be given careful consideration. 

There is one thing to which I wish to call the attention of the Associa- 
tion, especially. It seems to me the time has come when the State should 
set apart an appropriation for the enforcement of its pharmacy, poison and 
narcotic laws. These laws are as much for the protection of the people as 
are the acts governing and restricting the sale of food stuffs. This being 
true, the expense of enforcing them should be borne by the taxpayers, and 
not by the retail druggists of the State. While thousands of dollars are 
appropriated annually from the general revenue funds of the State for the 
detection and punishment of those who violate the provisions of the " Pure 
Food Laws," yet the enforcement of pharmacy, poison and narcotic laws, 
enactments of equal importance to the public, is left entirely to the general 
police authority of the State, or to the druggists themselves, from private 
funds. The annual report of the State Board of Pharmacy recently filed with 
the Governor, calls attention to the non-enforcement, in many places, of these 
wholesome laws, for want of funds, and recommends that the effort to secure 
a compliance with their provisions be placed entirely in the hands of the 
State Board, and that the expenses be paid out of the general revenue fund. 
It seems to me this recommendation should be heartily concurred in by our 
Association, and that if any legislation is needed looking to that end, we 
should certainly urge it. 

It having come to my attention that C. N. Nye, who was twice honored 
by this Association by being elected its President, has removed to Los Angeles, 
California, and has retired from active business, I would recommend that he 
be made an associate member of the Association. I would also recommend 
that Charles Ludlow, of Springfield, Ohio, who was for many years a drug- 
gist, but who is now out of the business, be elected an honorary member of 
the Association. 

In conclusion, I wish to impress upon the members the importance this 
organization sustains to the welfare of pharmacy in this State, and that every 
member should be interested in increasing its membership. There is no one 
in the drug business but has received some benefits through the workings of 
this association, and it is but fair, therefore, that he should bear part of the 
burden. 

And now, hoping we may have a profitable and pleasant session, we will 
proceed to the business of the Association. 

On motion, the address was referred to a committee who 
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were instructed to report at the next session, the committee 
appointed by the chair : J. H. Beal, Scio ; J. H. Wahmhoff, Del- 
phos, and H. C: Richardson, of Spencerville. 

The President resumed the chair. 

The President : We have with us this year one of our oldest 
members, an ex- President of the Association, who, I believe, was 
the second President, and elected to that office at the Dayton 
meeting. He has been out of the State, I think, for eighteen or 
twenty years. I refer to Mr. Dietrich, now living in Missouri. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Dietrich: I did not come here to make a speech. I, 
however, lean very kindly toward the Ohio Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. I received an invitation to come, and although I had 
made some arrangements to come around this way, probably I 
would have passed by Toledo had I not received this invitation. 
So I concluded that I would put spurs on, and get a few clean 
shirts and one thing and another, and strike out, and I am here. 
Unfortunately, unless they find my sack, I will have to go to bed 
and have a shirt washed. I hope, however, when I return to the 
hotel, that I will find my traps, my credentials, etc. 

I intended, as I said, to pass on around and spend the greater 
part of a month in Dayton, where I have not been for many years. 
When looking over the ground, and considering the matter, I felt 
this way about it : Now, how many of the old friends will I find 
there ! Time has worked hard upon the Association, so far as its 
old leaders, who founded it and who stayed with it until it 
amounted to something, are concerned. I find a few here, more 
than I expected. I find, also, many here who take me by the 
hand very kindly, but I find many gone. I was here in 1881, and 
I left the next morning for the West. A gentleman asked me 
whether I was here to help put a gentleman of weight upon the 
table. I told him I was here to make the thing go most any 
way, it mattered not what turned up. That brought to my 
mind a great many of the persons that I had seen here, and we 
do not find them here. 

I am pleased, however, to find the Association as thrifty as it 
is. The President made a very good report of it, and I am very 
glad to hear that it is in the condition that it is in. I will say that, 
so far as the West is concerned, you are in a great deal better sit- 
uation than they are out there. Whereas, of course, I am out of 
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the business and have been for twenty years, at the same time, I 
have been around drugstores a great deal, and they are in very 
bad shape as regards the cutting business. They do it openly and 
above board, and have large placards out, "Cut-rate Drugstore." 
You buy everything there in the patent medicine line for about 
eighty cents. For instance, Listerine, sixty-five cents. If I 
know anything about the business, or have any smattering of it, 
I don't see where the money comes in. 

There is another great trouble with our people out there, 
that I don't believe your sodawater men are doing. They are sell- 
ing more whiskey than some of the saloons. They are putting 
it in under the guise of sodawater. I tasted some myself, to see 
how it tasted. (lyaughter.) So I can speak from experience. I 
will not go any further on that subject, because, as the girl says, 
" I 'fessed up," and that ends it. But that is the great trouble, 
and they are trying to fight it, and they have the druggists in hot 
water all the time. 

I do not know that I can say anything further to you that 
would interest you. I have been very graciously received by you, 
and shall always remember it ; and, as you have business to attend 
to, I don't believe that you want to waste very much time. I 
thank you very kindly for the reception I have received. (Ap- 
plause.)

UNION EXAMINATION. 
A Suggestion Toward a Foundation for a National Pharmacy Examination. 

A great desideratum at present is a National Pharmacy Examination. 
It is not my purpose to indicate how this shall be conducted, nor question 
in any manner the details of such a proceeding. 

I have in view a method which shall tend to bring tibout such a condition 
by gradually making State Board Examinations uniform to a great degree, 
and likewise make certificates to practice pharmacy valid in contiguous 
States. 

The most popular argument to advance at the present time for the exam- 
ination to be described below would be that it might materially aid to balance 
the supply of assistant pharmacists to a great extent in adjoining States, but 
while this would help to bring into practical use the method to be suggested, 
yet the real purpose is to eventually call into existence a much greater 
object. 

I do not claim this is the only way, but rather bring it to your attention 
as a beginning, and hope with further study and attention to this subject by 
many able pharmacists to bring about a National Examination. 

The method of union examinations I would suggest is as follows : 

Examining Boards of States bordering each other could appoint a com- 
mittee, say of one member from each Board, to prepare an assistant pharma- 
cists's examination, about five to ten percentum above the ordinary one 
usually demanded. The examinations to be held simultaneously in each 
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State involved ; that is, on the same day, the papers to be graded by each 
Board and the rating to be at least five percentum above the mark usually 
demanded, or, at least, the standard shall be as high as the maximum de- 
manded by any of the interested Boards. 

Any method which would require an examination to be held at any par 
ticular town or city alone for all the Boards would probably involve some 
legal point, though it is quite possible that such a method might prove quite 
plausible in some cases, especially where Boards are legally permitted to rec- 
ognize other certificates if they wish to do so. 

As regards fees, the logical procedure would be to demand the total fees 
of all the Boards giving such union examinations. 

The main point to keep in view is this : An examination to be con- 
ducted by the authority of several Boards at once and the great object of 
bringing uniformity in examinations by this method. 

If you want a thing, the surest way to get it is to go for it yourself, and if 
pharmacists desire to bring about an early National Examination, the positive 
way to bring about such a result is to make the Board examinations so 
uniform that they shall be National and then the legal part of the matter 
can be secured without difficulty. 

COCAINE AND COCAINE LAWS. 

At the last meeting of the Ohio Legislature an important law affecting 
the sale of cocaine, and known' as Smith's Cocaine Law, was passed. 

The law was drawn up by Mr. Smith, of Cincinnati, and was not sub- 
mitted to any body of pharmacists for criticism or correction. The cause of 
the presentation of the enactment was the exposure of the unrestricted sale 
of this drug and the pernicious results of such action on the part of certain, 
but positively only a small percentage of druggists, by some iufluential 
Cincinnati daily newspapers. 

The law demands 'that each sale should only be made on a distinct pre- 
scription written by a reputable physician, and is morally correct. 

Few pharmacists know of this law, and some believe it has no value, as 
the well-known poison law of Senator John Krause seemed to replace it, but 
it was passed after the law just mentioned and has been pronounced consti- 
tutional or legal by some eminent attorneys, and after all is said, unques- 
tionably it is a good law for pharmacists to follow. It has not been declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme Court of Ohio, and certainly a law phar- 
macists must obey. 

It is with regret that I learn of the fact that in our State there are drug- 
gists who purchase cocaine by the one-hundred -ounce lots and dispense this 
to whoever has the price, often in nickel quantities as toothache remedy, or 
headache powders, or catarrh snuff, and the label usually has the legend that 
it is prepared by some chemical company in New York or Chicago. There 
are said to be ten or twelve such miscreants in each of the first-class cities of 
Ohio. We have enough laws to stamp out these vile imposters who masquer- 
ade under the name of pharmacists and injure not only their victims, but the 
good name of pharmacy. 
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BOYS. 

I have for nearly twenty years been connected with a large high school 
having an attendance of over six hundred boys in age from fourteen to 
twenty years. On speaking to them I find that many would gladly enter the 
drug business if the hours were at all comparable with that of other callings, 
and I venture to predict that you would have ten applicants for every vacancy 
of a boy wanted in a drugstore, if you would change matters so that nine or 
ten hours should constitute a day's work. This is not a theory. For instance, 
at Troy, in this State, the stores close at 7:30 p. m., and there is always a 
waiting list of boys who want situations in drugstores. 

You would better yourself even more by this procedure than your help. 

In Cleveland every butcher shop now closes Wednesday afternoon, and 
at 6 p. m., except Saturday, and then at 9 p. m. All dry goods stores close 
Saturday afternoon during the summer months and open at 8 a. m. (one 
large one at 8:30 a. m.) and close at 5:30 p. m., including every day in the 
year. This is your competition in the boy line. You can train your trade 
as well as other merchants. 

HISTORY. 

It is still time to get a good History of Pharmacy in Ohio. Rise to the 
occasion. Let us hear all you know about the valued past, so that we can 
make the future more valuable. Every .member of this Association has a his- 
tory, every hamlet, town, city and county of Ohio are all worthy of record 
and study. The material is available, the occupation one that will interest 
and repay you ; so let each one begin at once, so that at our next meeting 
we shall have made a start worthy the object and then there will be no great 
difficulty in finding others who will complete the work. 

The President: Do you wish to discuss this paper now? 
Perhaps it is a good idea to discuss it right away, especially as 
there are several points in it which might bear discussion. I 
would like to hear from some of the members. 

Mr. Ogier : In regard to the Smith Cocaine Law, I asked 
the Attorney General of the State his opinion in regard to the 
validity of the law, and he said that he did not think it is valid, 
because it specifies cocaine. I have talked with a number of 
other lawyers, some of perhaps equal ability with the Attorney 
General, and they did not agree with him. The only way that 
we could decide that point would be by an opinion from the 
Supreme Court, which we are not likely to get. 

If I was active in the retail drug business, I would not go 
up against the Smith Cocaine Law unless I was prepared to go 
into the Supreme Court to test its validity, which the average 
pharmacist does not care about. I have had attorneys say to me, 
' * What is generally asked for ? " * * Cocaine. ' ' * 'What is given ?' ' 
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*^The Hydrochlorate, of course." ''Isn't that Cocaine?" 
**Yes, I presume it is." If it is not Cocaine, what is it ? 

The result will be, that if you get a case in one of the lower 
courts, it is likely to be construed any way. One court may say, 
"Of course, it was hydrochlorate of cocaine; it is cocaine, and 
this man is guilty." You may go to the higher court; but the 
only way you can test that thing finally is to go to the Supreme 
Court, pay your fine and say, " I am guilty." I would not take 
the chances on it if I was doing it, because the fines are very 
heavy. I think that is a point worthy of consideration. So far 
as the Smith Cocaine Law goes, I understand that the regulation 
of cocaine in the Poison Law does not interfere with the Cocaine 
Law, if it is valid, for the simple reason that the specific statute 
upon any subject takes precedence over the general statute. 

That is, a man could be arrested under the Smith Cocaine 
Law and fined, and if the court decided that he was guilty and 
that he had sold cocaine, and he was fined, the only way he 
could test that matter would be to go to the Supreme Court. 

I think that is a point worth consideration ; and I would net 
have it to go out that the Smith Cocaine Law is of no account, 
unless you are prepared to test whether it is or not. 

Mr. Selzer: In reading over the Poison Law, it says, "The 
alkaloid and its salts." In this case it don't state that; the\' 
have omitted that ; this law does not mention the salts at all. 

Mr. Ogier : The reason of that is, that the Poison Law was 
prepared by some person who knew something about pharmacy, 
and the Cocaine Law was prepared by some one who did not 
know anything about pharmacy. 

Prof. Beal: Regarding the Smith Bill and its validity, also 
its effect as a prohibition of the sale of hydrochlorate of cocaine, 
I will say that we can find authorities on both sides of the ques- 
tion ; not with respect to cocaine, but with respect to other sub- 
stances, where courts have held that the provision in a law 
prohibiting the sale of a given element or of a given base, could 
not be held to apply to the prohibition of the sale of a prepara- 
tion of a salt or a new chemical compound which contained that 
element or that base as one of its constituent parts, because a 
criminal statute is always construed strictly and in favor of the 
defendant. 

The Smith Bill was introduced into the General Assembly 
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following the newspaper exploitation of the sale of cocaine in the 
City of Cincinnati, when the facts were aired in the newspapers 
and a great to-do made about it. This particular provision was 
made to follow the lines of the recommendation of the Coroner' s 
verdict, given in a case of either murder or suicide, I don't 
recall which. It came there with the united force of the Cincin- 
nati delegation behind it, which numbered fourteen. 

Fourteen solid votes in the Legislature means a great deal, 
because, by means of legislative trading about— ** You vote for 
my bill and I will vote for yours " — everybody who has a bill, or 
expects to have one, is afraid to incur the enmity of those four- 
teen votes. 

This very question as to the validity or invalidity of the law 
came up and was discussed by the Auxiliary and by a number of 
other pharmacists about Columbus, and it was concluded that in 
view of the tremendous sentiment that there seemed to be behind 
it, and the strong probability of its passing, whether we passed 
it or not, that the best thing to do was to keep our hands off, let 
it take its chances, whatever they were, and not come out into 
the open and fight it. That is the way the law came to be 
adopted. 

Like Mr. Ogier, I would not go so far as to say that we 
ought to take the ground that it is an absolute nullity, and that 
it can be ignored, but I do say that, should we ignore it, and a 
case made upon it, that there will be possibly a very good defense. 
Set up a very strong argument along the lines of other tests of 
other substances, that provisions applying specifically to a given 
substance, could not, by inference, be held to apply to a new 
chemical, or to a chemical compound containing that substance as 
one of its constituents. 

Mr. Aubley: I want to call your attention to one fact that 
I think Prof. Feil overlooked, in reference to closing. I believe 
we have now among the retail grocers, retail butchers, and the 
retail hardware men, a very general Wednesday afternoon closing, 
and I know in most parts of the city, the grocers, butchers and 
hardware men close up Wednesday afternoon. One day a week, 
any way. It is a step in the right direction, and I, for one, 
would like to see the druggists take some action in this direction, 
to shorten the hours, both for the clerks and for the proprietors. 
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We cannot get as short hours as the other people, but if we can 
shorten them some, it will be a big help. 

Mr. Aubley further stated that he believed the scarcity of 
boys was largely due to the cutting of prices ; that they get the 
impression that the prices are cut to pieces and that, therefore, 
the business is not worth learning. 

Mr. Hopp: This brings to my mind the condition of affairs 
that exists in Cleveland, of which Mr. Aubley speaks, and Prof. 
Feil. It has been brought about largely by the Retail Merchants' 
Board of the Chamber of Commerce, of which I am a member. 
We have probably about eighty of the leading retailers, but I am 
sorry to say there are only two retail druggists on the Board. At 
a meeting about two months ago, the large dry goods stores and 
millinery shops agreed to do away with the giving of discounts 
to teachers, firemen, policemen, dressmakers and preachers — cut 
them all out. Some of the leading retail merchants stated that 
we were doing altogether too much business and not getting 
enough profit. I got my work in for the benefit of the druggists 
at the same time, and they all agreed with me that the retailers 
should and ought to get better prices. Every one of the depart- 
ment stores are ready to raise the prices gradually. They say, 
let us get what we can out of this; don't do it too quickly; 
don't be too radical, because if we do the people will get on to it, 
and the general sentiment among all retail merchants is to get 
better prices and give up the discounts. 

I told them the great trouble with the druggists was that 
they were giving large discounts to nurses and others. 

Mr. Huston inquired regarding the matter of drug clerks' 
organizations, saying that there had recently been agitation of 
that subject in Toledo, and that he was in favor of encouraging 
anything of that kind. 

Mr. Selzer stated that upon inquiry, after some hesitation, 
one clerk told him that the retail clerks' organization had a set 
price for assistant pharmacists, and one for pharmacists, but that 
he was not at liberty to state the figures. That they had elected 
officers, and given entertainments under the name of the Retail 
Drug Clerks' Association, and drawn up by-laws. 

Mr. Ogier : A retail clerks' association has recently started 
in Columbus. I talked with one of the officers in regard to it, 
and he said : "One of the things we propose to accomplish is, to 
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compel drugstores to keep a registered assistant, at least ; and we 
are going to see to it that these druggists that keep boys in and 
keep clerks out will quit the business, or we will know why." 
He said further, that they would protect their interests in a gen- 
eral way. It has been organized only about a month, and what 
it is going to accomplish I don't know. 

Mr. Flocken stated that he had recently read in one of the 
drug journals of Chicago that the clerks have organized an 
association which requires that forty hours should constitute a 
week's work, the salary of an assistant to be not less than $12, and 
that of a pharmacist to be not less than $15. They also take an 
obligation that a member of their association should not be 
employed by a pharmacist who is not a member of the retail 
association; and, to be a member of the retail association, he 
must maintain prices. Therefore, the cut-rate stores could not 
employ any of their clerks. 

Mr. Firm in : When I went into business, I had been work- 
ing for some time in a store where we had regular time off, and 
it worked very nicely with our clerks, and I tried it. I gave my 
clerks two afternoons oflf in the week, at 6 o'clock, and I take two 
afternoons myself; and that time is theirs just as much as if they 
did not work for me, and it is mine, too. I am not supposed to 
be at the store on those afternoons, and I will not have my clerks 
in the store on their afternoons ofif. If they come in I kick them 
out in those hours, and I have had contentment. It has become 
more or less general in our town ; most of the druggists are giving 
the clerks regular time off. I never found it very general in 
working, but where I did work, it was always very satisfactory. 

Mr. Burkhardt stated that he had seen the constitution and 
by-laws of the association of drug clerks in Dayton ; that noth- 
ing was said about salaries therein, or about forcing employers to 
do thus and so. That the clerks say the object of their organiza- 
tion is to bring them together, and improve themselves intellectu- 
ally, financially and professionally, but that it is mainly a social 
affair. 

That the matter of closing has been discussed in their local 
association, but it has been impossible to agree upon any time for 
closing. That one store in Dayton keeps open all night, and that 
others in his vicinity feel obliged to keep open till 2 o'clock in 
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the morning. That, personally, he closed in the winter time 
promptly at 9 ; in the summer time, at 10 o'clock. 

Mr. Hopp stated that in his opinion the matter of closing 
earlier and having shorter hours was entirely in the hands of the 
retail drug trade, as very little business comes in after 8 or 9 
o'clock in the evening that is absolutely necessary. The great 
trouble is, that each man says, ** If I don't sell it, my neighbor 
will," while his neighbor says the same thing. What they need 
to do is to get together and agree upon a schedule of hours. 

Mr. Wahmhoflf, of Delphos, stated that fifteen years ago, in 
the city where he lived, there was some little cutting, and that 
after consideration they adopted some by-laws. The six drug- 
gists said, " Why not close on Sunday?" The result was, that 
for five consecutive Sundays there was but one drugstore open, as 
they took turns in closing on Sunday. One drugstore dropped 
out, then another, but there are four who have continued the 
arrangement to this day. 

Mr. Flocken : In regard to the sale of carbolic acid, that 
might apply to cities, but not to smaller towns. We must sell 
carbolic acid to our farmers, who use it for poultry, chickens and 
horses. It would be impossible for us to refuse to sell it. 

Prof. Matson read a paper by Mr. J. F. Kutchbauch, entitled, 
'* How do Flavoring Extracts as Sold by Grocers Compare with 
U. S. P. Spirits?" as follows: 

Cincinnati, O., June 25, 1903. 

In reply to the foregoing query, the lemon flavor purchased in several 
large combination stores is fair as far as flavor is concerned. Alcoholic 
strength varied from 50 to 75 per cent. Owing to their low retail price a 
vial five cents for one ounce bottle, in one sample neatly put up in a cartoon, 
there was a suspicion that Methylic Alcohol was used in place of grain 
Alcohol. The 50 per cent, did not, while the 75 per cent, is pure Methylic 
Alcohol. My assistant took a portion of each sample and distilled one tenth 
to one-fourth of the quantity in a retort and used the Potassium Hydrate and 
Mercury tests ; also the Permanganate test, with the same result that I had by 
applying the solution of Potassium Permanganate direct to the lemon flavor. 
For comparison I had the same quantity of grain Alcohol in a test tube and 
Methylic Alcohol in another, to each of which I added the same amount of 
solution Potassium Permanganate. The vanilla flavor (in name only) at 
five cents per bottle were of various sizes, holding, six, seven and eight 
(6, 7, 8) fluid drachms, Alcoholic strength 10 to 20 per cent. Good enough 
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for one not familiar with the flavor of the vanilla bean. I here quote the 
remark that a physician made while I was testing the samples : " The aid 
of the law ought to be invoked to stop the manufacture of this stuff."

Prof. Arny : That impresses upon me the fact of how valu- 
able it would be for the commercial welfare of the pharmacists of 
the State of Ohio if such statistics as these were published in 
such form that the public would appreciate what they are getting 
in cut-rate and department stores. 

I really feel that, in a way, the Committee on Adulterations 
of the State Association could possibly do more in that direction 
than anyone else, and I think that if it should be done that way, 
it should be presented in that form outside of the proceedings^ 
and that it could be used by the retail pharmacist to show to his 
customers when this question of price comes up. 

We all know of instances of this character, of where we dis- 
pense, or try to dispense, our essence of vanilla, and immediately 
hear the sneers of the purchaser, who says, *' What a small quan- 
tity you are selling ! " If the retailer tells him, " My preparation 
is so much better than that," what effect does it have? But, if 
we bring before the public, as we should, the danger they are 
running in taking these inferior drugs, I think it would have a 
beneficial effect. We pharmacists should, in defense of ourselves, 
make use of so valuable a paper as that in illustrating the error 
of purchasing these cheap preparations. 

I might cite from my own personal experience an illustration 
along this line. You have all heard of these wonderful remedies 
that come from the banks of the Ganges, and by sending a stamp 
the recipe will be given to a person. Among these is the famous 
Jerubebin prescription. I had seen an expose of the matter in 
the Druggists* Circular, and a little while afterwards a man came 
in with one of these famous Jerubebin prescriptions. I smiled 
and said to him, '* I don't suppose you are willing to take my 
word, but you would take the word of a reputable journal." I 
presented to him the article in the Druggists' Circular, and said 
"Read this and be convinced of the character of the prescrip- 
tion." After reading it, the man was thoroughly convinced. If 
I had told him, he would not have thanked me, but after he had 
read the article he was convinced that I was acting without any 
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ulterior motive, and in consequence, he showed me the circular 
that went with the prescription. We should have some printed 
authority to present to our clients as they come in, and in that 
way merely call attention to the real value of the article. 

Mr. Burkhardt : I heartily agree with what has been said by 
Prof. Arny ; but commercially, my experience is very much differ- 
ent. When I bought the store that I now have in Dayton, J. B. 
Walters, my predecessor, had been in the business of putting up 
flavoring extracts for the market. He used a formula of vanilla 
and tonka and grain alcohol. Of course, wood alcohol was not 
thought of at that time. 

On my second or third trip through the city among our local 
dealers —grocery people — to sell them the extracts, a number of 
them asked me, "Now, is this straight vanilla?" I could not 
tell them that it was, and tell them the truth, and I did not care 
to stop and explain to them that tonka was just as safe as vanilla. 
It is a flavor that a great many people have become accustomed 
to, and some of them prefer a flavor combined of tonka and 
vanilla better than the vanilla itself. So I came back and told 
my man, ** I am going to change the formula of this vanilla. I 
am going to put up this vanilla and nothing else, and I will be 
able to look every man in the face and tell him it is straight 
vanilla and nothing else." 

We have been putting that up for years. We have never 
changed our trade-mark, but we have put up a fifteen-cent bottle 
in cartons, nicely lithographed, and put it out at a price at 
which the dealer could make 100 per cent., by buying it in gross 
or half gross lots. 

But they were not satisfied with that; they wanted a cheaper 
vanilla. We put out a vanilla, the same sized bottle but only half 
the strength, to be retailed for ten cents. We recommend the 
fifteen-cent bottle to our customers and the dealers, because you 
can make a bigger profit. When you sell a fifteen-cent bottle you 
make 7^ cents profit, while if you sell a ten-cent bottle, you do not 
make the difference in the profit. We tell them : '' You get fifteen 
cents' worth of flavor for the same money that you pay twenty 
cents for when you buy ten-cent bottles," but in spite of all that, 
the ten-cent bottle is the most popular. The people know the 
truth, but they want the big bottle. 

Prof. Feil : I had about fifteen years' experience in analyzing 
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things for certain firms in this line, and I will say that I have yet 
to find one drop of wood alcohol in a very large number of 
grocers' samples which I have examined. 

In the second place, these are flavoring extracts and not medi- 
cines, and for cheap stufif they generally use cumarin. I guess 
it is so generally known that there is no secret about it, and I do 
not see anything wrong in selling a fifty per cent, alcoholic solu- 
tion of cumarin for flavoring angel cake. Extract of vanilla, 
U. S. P., is rather an expensive thing. If some of you try to sell 
vanilla extract to the ice-cream men, you will never do it the second 
time. I think you will find the U. S. P. formula don't fit most 
cases where extract of vanilla flavor is called for. Manufacturers 
do not use vanilla. They generally use cumarin, almost alto- 
gether, with some cheaper vanilla bean. 

Dr. Hatcher: It seems to me, from listening to the two 
arguments, both of which may have their good side, that the two 
gentlemen are not arguing on the same point. I think that Prof. 
Amy's position is absolutely unassailable, that the pharmacist 
should be able to justify himself in getting a good price for a 
correct extract of vanilla. And, on the other hand, as the gentle- 
man said, if anybody wants to sell an extract of cumarin and 
caramel, why not let them do it ? But not as extract of vanilla. 
I believe the two have been both, perhaps, somewhat in the 
right, but I don't believe there is any question in the world that 
the pharmacist ought to be able to show that he is justified in 
charging a fair price for an extract of vanilla, and not for this 
stuff, that ought to be labeled " Compound Extract." 

Mr. Theodore Wetterstroem : I wish to take exception to 
Prof. Feil's statement that the U. S. P. formula is not a good one. 
I have followed it exclusively the last few years and found it 
entirely satisfactory. About two years ago I succeeded in get- 
ting a number of confectioners and candy manufacturers to use 
the extract made by the U. S. P. formula. I made up in two- 
gallon lots an extract of vanilla by the U. S. P. formula and 
process, one by the addition of tonka bean, one from cumarin, 
and also one the base of which was prunes. Samples were sent 
of each, with the caution to use the extract made by the U. S. P. 
process in smaller amounts. I recommended the extract made 
by the U. S. P. process. 

I used, in the U. S. P. formula, cologne spirits, or what is 
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known at the distillery as high-proof spirits, or 190-proof alcohol. 
The beans were ground and macerated six months, with about one- 
fourth of the entire amount of menstruum, composed of two 
volumes of cologne spirits to one volume of water. They were 
then drained and mixed with twice their weight of sugar, ground 
again and then percolated. This percolate was then mixed with 
the drained liquid, and allowed to stand another three months or 
longer before used. 

The extract used by the U. S. P. process was accepted, and 
since then I have furnished it in barrel lots. It is sold through- 
out Ohio to the confectioners, and it is even appreciated in 
Indiana, which is known as the dumping ground for all poor 
stuff. 

There was some further discussion of the paper by the same 
gentlemen. 

Prof. Matson read a paper entitled, "Is the Sale of Poisons 
on the Increase?" also by Mr. Kutchbauch, as follows: 



IS THE SALE OF POISONS ON THE INCREASE? 

For one who has registered all sales of poisonous drugs for the last two 
years, and compares the same with sales of the present half year past, the answer 
is yes. The sales m this particular store from January 1st up to June 1st, 1 903, 
are one and one-third times more than for the entire year of 1902. The sale 
of paris green is not any heavier, but carbolic acid has got to be about as 
popular a household remedy as water of ammonia, concentrated lie and a few 
others. One-third of all the poison sales registered for the year of 1902 were 
carbolic acid. During the house-cleaning season of 1903, four out of every 
six poison sales registered says carbolic acid, alleged use as disinfectant, 
insecticide, washing furniture, to keep away insects, etc. ; at other times, for 
washes, lotions, etc. We seldom hear or read of suicides by taking arsenic, 
but it is carbolic acid, which can be so easily obtained in every third or fourth 
house or drugstore. 

It will not be long before we will petition Congress to pass some measure 
to prevent the sale of carbolic acid, same as the Ohio Poison Law is supposed 
to prohibit the sale of cocaine, morphine and codeine, but so far there is no 
department charged with the enforcement of the law and the sale of "coke" 
goes merrily on. The sale of poisons so far has not been restricted, nor will 
the enforcements of the law direct all the trade in this class of materials into 
the hands of a registered pharmacist who by virtue of this education can 
sell at retail any drugs, chemicals, poisons or pharmaceutical preparations 
for medicinal purposes. (See Section 4405, Ohio Pharmacy Law.) 

A general merchant cannot be prohibited from selling poisons, provided 
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he complies with the law, registers all sales and does not sell these dangerous 
drugs for medicinal purposes. 

If any good is to come out of these laws and lessen the sale of dangerous 
articles, it lies in the power of the druggist to absolutely refuse to sell poisons 
or give something else less dangerous in lieu of the poison asked for. Also, 
the aid of the physician is needed in this cause, not to recommend these 
poisonous remedies so much, or if need be, write a prescription for the same, 
so that the people will not know what they are using. Is it not frequently the 
case that upon questioning, the purchaser of carbolic acid was not aware of 
the poisonous nature of the article, but that it was recommended to her by 
the family physician ? We have no reason for not believing this party when 
they hand us a prescription for medicine of a less dangerous character from 
this same doctor. We unwittingly, of course, have taught the public that 
morphine would allay pain and produce sleep. Cocaine would cure tooth- 
ache. Now we are invoking the aid of the strong arm of the law to stop 
the sales of the same. Carbolic acid is recommended for healing all wounds, 
coal tar derivatives a never-failing remedy for headache, etc. What will be 
the result? Respectfully submitted,

Prof. Matson next read a paper written by himself, entitled, 
** Physiology in Pharmacy." 

PHYSIOLOGY IN PHARMACY* 

That the larger number of practitioners have become tools in the hands 
of the manufacturer, can be said without hesitation. Proof for this state- 
ment will be found upon prescription files. On account of this condition, it 
behooves the energetic pharmacist to prepare himself for certain exigencies 
which he must meet if he would be successful. Time was when treatment 
followed diagnosis, but we are sorry to note a tendency towards the reverse. 
Formerly the province of the pharmacist was to select and prepare such 
remedies as were demanded, but in these days of close competition, when one's 
commercial interest seems to be paramount, his course must be changed and 
ethics dropped. Lack of knowledge of the physiological actions of remedies 
seems to be the stumbling block for a majority of would-be manufacturers, 
in consequence of which the merit of his nostrum is not pronounced and does 
not withstand the storms waged by the practitioner and the public. 

Since various semi -pharmaceuticals have become of such apparent 
necessity, the action of each ingredient as well as conditions modifying the 
effect of the drug, should be well considered. Calomel and podophyllin 
together have not become a popular remedy on account of the difference in 
the time of their action. Senna and magnesium-sulphate has become 
popular, and yet there is much difference in the time of their action. Very 
young and very old people require smaller doses, females smaller than 
males, large persons more than small ones, and a habitual user more than 
one not accustomed to the use of drugs, due, perhaps, to diminished 
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absorption and increased elimination, or to the action of the drug, which 
has rendered the tissues less perceptible. A condition of the stomach, 
empty or full, as remedies on empty stomach are absorbed much more 
rapidly. Smaller doses of cathartics in hot climates and larger doses of 
anti-periodics. Forms of the drug upon which absorption is dependent ; 
as it enters the circulation in a liquid form, the nearer a preparation 
approaches this state, the more rapidly will it take effect, and a smaller dose 
will be required. The part of the body to be affected must also be considered, 
since a remedy intended for intestinal troubles may be decomposed in the 
stomach before reaching its destination. So, then, these circumstances— age, 
sex, race, temperature, temperament, disease, idiosyncracy, forms of drug, 
conditions of drug, methods of administration, together with the chemical 
properties of the drug — are of much interest to us. The importance of this 
knowledge may be demonstrated in the preparation of infant foods where 
the study of absorption and elimination has occupied the attention of many 
of the lights in the chemical profession, with the result that to-day, by modern 
physiologists, the claim is made that they are all unfit for the purpose 
intended, being too rich in carbo-hydrates, or if ordinary milk be treated 
with heat the calcium salts are rendered insoluble and dentition thus delayed. 
Into such details have they gone that the use of salt in milks is not confined 
to its physiological and palatable effect, but that the impurity (iron) which it 
contains is an absolute necessity for body growth. And so it is with 
remedies which are calculated to relieve suffering. The functionary condi- 
tions of the organs are unfavorable and only with those substances which are 
compatible with these conditions can we hope to accomplish our ends. Not 
until these various points have been studied will the compatibility of a remedy 
be mastered nor its merits be worthy of consideration. All of which necessi- 
tates a comprehension of physiological chemistry and hence a plea for more 

physiology in pharmacy.

Thereupon the Association adjourned until Thursday, June 
25th, 1903, at 9:30 o'clock a. m. 
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THIRD SESSION— THURSDAY FORENOON. 
June 25th, 1903. 

The meeting was called to order at 9:30 o'clock by the 
President. 

, Minutes of the last session were read and approved. 
The Secretary read his annual report, as follows : 

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

To the President and Members of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation : 

Genti^emen : Another year has rolled by and we have come to our 
twentj'-fifth meeting. The routine work of the Secretary's office, such as 
notifying members elected, issuing certificates of membership, preparing 
and printing of the annual report, was duly attended to. Complimentary 
copies of our annual report were mailed to the President and Secretary of 
each State Pharmaceutical Association ; also to the various Pharmaceutical 
journals. 

In the announcement this year, on the inside page, is an exact copy of the 
first circular that was sent to the druggists of the State, calling a meeting for 
the purpose of forming an organization. This was in 1879, and at that small 
gathering of druggists in the Board of Trade Rooms in Columbus (there 
were about thirty-five persons) there was as much enthusiasm as at any meet- 
ing held since, although we have had much larger attended meetings. In 
this circular you will notice that the cities of Cincinnati and Toledo are not 
represented on the call. This was done at the suggestion of the late Prof. 
J. M. Maisch, Secretary of the A. Ph. A. His reasons for leaving out the 
larger cities was to show the druggists of the State that it was not a move- 
ment of the cities. For the first few years of our existence, notices of our 
annual meeting were sent to every druggist whose name was in the " Martin " 
Directory, now the " Era," which at that time was about 4,500. Every dealer 
who handled Epsom salts, castor oil and a few patent medicines hung out his 
sign as a druggist. This year the number sent out was about 2,428, which 
included members of our Association whose names are not in the Era Direc- 
tory. This seemingly large decrease in druggists would most naturally lead 
one to infer that the number of druggists in the State is decreasing. This is 
true. The so-called druggist found out before many years that to be a drug- 
gist according to the requirements of the O. S. P. A. was more than the mere 
handling of patent medicines, salts, castor oil, paris green, etc. These so- 
called or self-styled druggists have dropped out, so that today of the 2,500 
druggists in the State we have full-fledged, educated druggists, men who are 
in every way thoroughly competent. All this has been brought about by our 
State Association. 

I am proud of our Association, and this is one of the proudest moments 
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of my life. I have been your Secretary for twenty-five years, and during the 
entire time I have not missed one meeting, and the best of relations, so far 
as I know, has existed with all members. It is my desire to retire from hold- 
ing an official position this year, and I therefore request of you not to 
consider me at all in making up your list of officers for the ensuing year.

REMARKS. 

Of the fire losses that occur, about one in ten is total. There is an aver- 
age of one claim for loss each year on every fifty-four policies. The average 
amount of loss per claim the past three years is $178.22. The average loss 
for the past seven years has been 26 per cent, of the full premiums. The 
average rate of premium on all insurance now in force is 1.093 per cent. 
This includes about $30,000.00 on household goods or dwellings apart from 
stores, and at rates averaging about 40 cents on the $100.00, which leaves the 
average drugstore rate about 1.12 per cent. 

Our average rate now is not up to the present tariff rate, as we have 
made but few advances in rate, and these advances were only in cases where 
the rates had been cut below the normal rate for the past five or six years. 

I would like here to take the liberty to say a few words favorable to the 
office of State Fire Marshal, which was created by act of the Legislature in 
April, 1900. You are all, perhaps, more or less familiar with the duties and 
work accomplished by and through that office during the two years in which 
Mr. S. D. Hollenbeck, together with his assistants, have been engaged in the 
detection and prosecution of incendiarism in this State. I will not enter into 
any details of the work accomplished, for all of you can have his report from 
year to year by asking for it. That office is supported by a tax on all fire 
insurance companies doing business in Ohio, of one-half of one per cent, of 
their gross premium receipts, so that it is no tax upon the people. The 
insurance companies can well afford to pay it. The office was created, I believe, 
upon the recommendation of the Insurance Department, and urged by the 
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companies. It will not only investigate the cause of every fire of suspicious 
origin, but detect and bring to trial and punishment all persons guilty of 
incendiarism or aiding or abetting same, unless they are so skilled in the art 
as to defy detection. 

Certainly many thousands of dollars will be saved by the insurance 
companies, as well as much property saved to people who are innocent and 
perhaps have no insurance. Respectfully submitted,

One certificate was revoked during the year, that of an assistant pharma- 
cist, J. W. Yankie, November 6, 1902, for addiction to liquor to such an extent 
as to render him unsafe to discharge the duties of an assistant pharmacist. 

We desire to call your attention to the constant decrease in the number 
of persons registered in the State, and also to the number of those examined 
within the past year. The decrease in the number of persons examined 
affects quite a little the receipts of the Board.

CHANGE IN CREDIT FOR SCHOOI, INSTRUCTION. 

Since the act of 1898 has been in force, the Board has given a uniform 
credit of two years on the four years' experience requirement for pharma- 
cist's examination to graduates from colleges of pharmacy which were 
recognized as in good standing. But there were serious objections to this 
practice for two reasons—one that it did not comply with the conditions de- 
manded by the law, and the other that it operated in the same manner as a 
mowing machine, cutting all students down to a uniform level regardless of 
the length of the college course, and without consideration for any post- 
graduate work in pharmacy which a student might perform. 

The effect of the custom was to place the Board of Pharmacy in the 
position of requiring students to spend the smallest amount of time in their 
college work, for which they should receive the largest possible credit. Not 
only so, but students of schools having terms of 18, 24 or 36 months often 
pointed to the fact that the Board was not following the law in this respect. 

In justice to the Board, it should be stated that the rule was adopted in 
1898 upon the request of the principals of schools of pharmacy in the State. 
The situation had become so unsatisfactory as to be no longer endurable, and 
in January of this year a request for a conference with the Board was sent 
to all regular schools of pharmacy in the State. In response to this invita- 
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tion, a representative from each school met with the Board in Columbus and 
spent a large portion of one day in a thorough discussion of the subject. 
The result was all that could have been expected, for without dissent it was 
recommended that the Board hereafter give a uniform credit for actual time 
spent under instruction in any recognized school of pharmacy, and a further 
request was made that the Board allow such additional percentage of credit 
for school work as in its judgment was proper. 

Upon this recommendation the Board took immediate action by adopting 
a rule providing a basis of credits for school work of actual time spent in 
any recognized school of pharmacy, plus thirty -three per cent., and this rule 
was made to apply to the examination of May, 1903. 

This is an important advance over the old rule, and one that will be 
equitable to all students, no matter what school they may have attended. 

We cannot fully express our appreciation of the cordial and sincere at- 
titude of the teachers of pharmacy in all the Ohio schools in aiding the 
Board to establish a uniform standard of credits for school work. That it 
will Iwive the tendency to place the entire subject of pharmaceutical educa- 
tion upon a more satisfactory plane hereafter, we have no doubt. 

OHIO SCHOOLS VISITED. 

For the first time in its history the Board visited all the schools of phar- 
macy during the fall of 1902. This task was accomplished by designating 
two members to visit each school without any previous announcement. 

The information secured as to the course of instruction, methods of 
teaching by laboratory and recitations, and the extent of the equipment of 
each school, has been of great assistance to us in estimating the quality of 
the instruction given to students of pharmacy in each of the Ohio schools. 

The Board is of the opinion that it is not going beyond the limits of its 
prerogatives in exercising a general supervision of the schools of pharmacy 
and in making such suggestions as to any improvement in methods of teach- 
ing or course of instruction that may appear to be advisable. 

The conditions were found to be better upon the whole than was antici- 
pated, and every courtesy was extended the visiting members by the chiefs 
and assistants in the schools to enable them to secure all the information to 
be obtained. 

The closer the schools and the Board of Pharmacy can work together, 
the better it will be, in our opinion, for the improvement of pharmaceutical 
education in Ohio. 

THE RENEWAL SYSTEM. 

For almost twenty years the pharmacists of Ohio have been bearing the 
financial burden of sustaining the pharmacy law. The greatest benefit in 
return for this outlay has been to the pharmacist in the satisfaction received 
from having a higher standard of qualification for admission to the ranks 
than is possible without any such restrictions as the law imposes. The prac- 
tical benefit to the people of the State has been large. Of this no well- 
informed person doubts. If this is true, then those deriving the largest bene- 
fits should pay for what they get. The placing a tax upon any occupation 
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or profession in order that its followers must be better qualified to serve the 
public is wrong in theory and should not be encouraged in practice. The 
great State of Ohio is rich and has an overflowing treasury. From this 
treasury the expenses of maintaining a Board of Pharmacy and enforcing 
the pharmacy law should be paid by an appropriation by the General Assem- 
bly, and the system of extorting renewal fees from pharmacists should be 
eliminated from the pharmacy law. 

This Board urgently recommends that the Legislative Committee exer- 
cise all its power toward securing this end during the session of the Legisla- 
ture which convenes in January, 1904. 

LEGISLATION. 

The Legislature of 1902 enacted three bills relating to the practice of 
pharmacy. The law forbidding the general distribution of samples of 
medicinal preparations (95 O. L., p. 146), the Cocaine Law (95 O. L., p. 145) 
and the general Poison Law (95 O. L., pp. 280-282). 

The enforcement of these laws was not placed with any department or 
Board, but was left for the local police powers of the State, which means 
that no attempt is being made to enforce any of them, and those who are 
anxious to observe them are reluctant to do so by reason of the attitude of 
that class of dealers in drugs who pay no attention to any law so long as 
they can evade it. 

It is proper to state that none of these bills originated with the Board of 
Pharmacy. For a number of years there has been a demand from prominent 
pharmacists of the State for a revision of the poison laws. 

This Association has had the subject under discussion at more than one 
of its annual meetings, and as far away as 1898 the Secretary of this body 
made a determined effort to secure a new poison law, but without success. 

The Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy was consulted in the winter of 
1902-03 in regard to a new poison law, and submitted a draft of such a law 
embod3dng his own ideas of what should enter into a measure of this kind. 
This draft was not accepted, and the present law was subsequently enacted. 

Upon the whole it is a good law, even if some of us objected strenuously 
to one or two points covered by it, and the pharmacists of this State are 
standing in the way of their own interests by denouncing or ignoring it. It 
should have their hearty support. 

When the proposition was made pending action upon the bill to place 
the enforcement of the Poison Law with the Board of Pharmacy, the Sec- 
retary objected unless the funds needed to put it into effect were supplied, on 
the grounds that it was not proper to use the money paid by the pharmacists 
of the State under the Pharmacy Act to enforce the Poison Law, and if it 
were proper, the income of the Board from this source alone was insufficient 
for the work. 

The position of the Secretary has been sustained in an opinion of the 
Attorney-General of the State given the Board of Pharmacy on May 15th of 
this year, in which he holds that this Board has nothing whatever to do with 
enforcing either of the three laws mentioned, and that to use the funds paid 
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in under the Pharmacy Act for this purpose would in fact be a misappropri- 
ation of the money held in trust by the Board for the sole purpose of 
maintaining the Pharmacy lyaw. 

Many complaints reach the Board that the Poison Law is being disre- 
garded, but to all these no attention can be given. This Board, therefore, 
riequests the Association to instruct its Legislative Committee to attempt to 
secure such new legislation as will place the three laws passed last year 
relating to the sale of poisons and cocaine, and the law forbidding the distri- 
bution of samples, directly under the power of the Board of Pharmacy for 
enforcement, and that an appropriation sufficient to carry out this work be 
secured. 

The tendency among legislative bodies, as shown within the past year, is 
to. enact very stringent laws relating to the sale of poisons, particularly 
narcotic drugs, and the interest of every pharmacist should be enlisted in so 
conducting his business in compliance with reasonable legal restriction as to 
avoid the necessity of drastic measures, which are liable to follow when 
ordinary ones are of no avail. 

Appended to this report is an alphabetical list of the names of those 
who have been registered as pharmacists and assistant pharmacists since the 
publication of the list in the annual report of the State Association of 1902.

On motion of Mr. Fir rain, the report was accepted and 
directed to be spread upon the minutes. 

Prof. Lloyd: I would like, my friends, to recall the time 
when we met in Toledo years ago, when this Pharmacy Law was 
before us as a Pharmaceutical Association. There are few here 
now who cannot recall those times, and the incidents that occurred 
in this city at that time — the problems before us, the questions 
that arose when we talked about this pharmacy law that we were 
working on, some for and some against, some in favor of this 
clause, some in favor of that. 

Among the other questions, came the personnel of the 
Pharmacy Board when the Pharmacy Law was passed. There 
were questions there as to what this Board might do, and might 
not do ; and it gives me great pleasure, as I look back at those 
times when those questions arose, to think of the admirable work 
that this Board has done, to think that there has been hardly a 
question, throughout this State, as to the acts of the Board ; that 
every appointment made by the Governor, and every ofl&cer of 
the Board, and every man who has done work, has done it well. 
To think that there are so few complaints ; that whenever there 
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is a complaint, when ferreted out, it will be found to be a fault of 
the person who makes the complaint. 

It gives me great pleasure, at least, to find in this report one 
instance where it is said that a man's certificate has been taken 
away from him because of immorality. We ought to watch our- 
selves. If a man is dissipated, he has no right to be a pharmacist, 
and this Pharmacy Board ought to have the right to take away 
his diploma. It ought to be applied even further than dissipation 
by alcohol. If a man is found persistently selling these narcotic 
drugs, cocaine and things of that kind, in the face of the law, his 
certificate should be taken away from him. (Applause.) I be- 
lieve, when you go to Columbus for the purpose of getting the 
privilege of prosecuting these people, there should be something 
more than a fine. There should be the privilege of keeping 
these men from doing business in the State of Ohio if they persist 
in this course. 

It is said of William Tell that he once said, " We watch no 
more the avalanche in Switzerland." And I tell you, if this thing 
goes on in this country, and the people continue to think as they 
are thinking in some sections of this country, they will say, *' We 
watch no more the saloonist, but we watch the pharmacist." We 
must be watchful, and this habit of selling these things over our 
counters, in any way, shape or manner, under any name, must be, 
so far as the pharmacist is concerned, frowned down. To the 
best of our ability it must be prevented. 

One of the admirable points that I wish to bring before you 
is the manner in which our Secretary, Mr. Ogier, brings these 
reports before this Society. Every point is made clear, and we 
can congratulate ourselves upon securing a Secretary — excuse me, 
Mr. Ogier, for saying this in your presence — congratulate this 
Board of Pharmacy and ourselves as well, upon the Secretary 
that this Board has kept in place these many years. (Applause.) 

Mr. Hopp: I think that, as the Board of Pharmacy made 
some suggestions and recommendations for this Association to 
make, they ought to take these topics up and act on them, and 
on that line, there are some recommendations to be offered by 
The Northern Ohio Druggists' Association, which I think it 
would be well to bring up now. The recommendations of the 
Board of Pharmacy and the suggestion of Prof Lloyd in regard 
to the druggists that persist in selling cocaine and such drugs 
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over the counter, to be checked by having their certificates 
revoked, and instruct our Pharmacy Law Committee, or the 
Auxiliary, to see that they are added to our Pharmacy Law. 

Prof. Matson : I move that the recommendations offered by 
the Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy be referred to a com- 
mittee, and also that the recommendation of Prof. Lloyd be 
referred to a committee to report this afternoon. 

Motion seconded and carried. 

Mr. Aubley : Upon this line, the Northern Ohio Druggists' 
Association instructed their delegates to bring the matter of the 
legislation in the different States before this Association, and 
also the registration of pharmacists. That committee is present, 
I believe, and I think the Chairman, Mr. Selzer, will bring that 
before the meeting. 

Mr. Selzer : As a delegate from the Northern Ohio Drug- 
gists' Association, I have this suggestion that I wish to bring up 
in regard to the sale of poisons. It seems that a great many 
pharmacists, when children come in the store, either sell the 
poison or send them out, stating that they do not sell children. 
In order to smooth matters, we got out a little slip, and this is 
what it contains : 

" The law of the State of Ohio requires that a druggist, in 
selling poison, shall ascertain the purpose for which the substance is 
to be used, the name and address of the purchaser, and keep a record 
of same. It also states, that it shall be unlawful for any person 
to knowingly sell or deliver any poison to any minor under six- 
teen years of age, except on the written order of an adult. 

" We do not ask questions out of curiosity. It is our duty 
to know how the substance is to be used, that we may correct any 
wrong impression before it is too late. If you wish any informa- 
tion about the poison ask it now." A place for name, address, 
substance, and for what purpose wanted. 

These we have had printed among the druggists of Cleveland, 
and it saves a great deal of time and expense. The parent signs 
the slip and sends it back, and we make a record of it. In one 
case, the slip was not signed. The consequence was, the druggist 
was arrested, because he had a slip but it was not signed, although 
he had entered it in his poison register, but there was no signature 
on the slip. 
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The Northern Ohio Druggists' Association makes the sugges- 
tion to the State Association that, if they think it is proper, to 
get these slips out and have the druggists use them throughout 
the State, and make this uniform. 

Mr. Aubley : I would like to add to that. I think it is a 
good suggestion ; it is protection. When any question arises, you 
have it there in black and white. 

In addition to that, I would like to bring up the question of 
registration between the diflferent States. The idea is this : To 
allow the Board the privilege of registering assistant pharmacists 
from other States. I think that point was discussed by some one 
yesterday. 

Mr. Hopp : I was the mover ; it was talked of at our local 
association before the meeting, and the Secretary probably forgot 
to send the notice to the delegates. 

There is a scarcity of clerks in the State of Ohio, as I think 
everyone in this room recognizes. I brought that question up 
some three or four years ago, at Put-in-Bay, to do something to 
allow pharmacists registered in other States to be registered in 
this State without examination here, although they have been 
registered by examination in other States. I was voted down by 
a large majority. 

I brought that motion up at the time for the benefit of a 
member living in a small town who was having trouble in getting 
clerks. When this thing came up at the Cleveland meeting, the 
very member that talked the strongest against my proposition at 
Put-in-Bay, was the first one to get up and second the motion. 
That was Mr. Schellentrager. 

The motion that we adopted there was this : That any phar- 
macist that is registered by examination in any State, shall be 
entitled to registration in the State of Ohio as an assistant 
pharmacist ; his registration as a pharmacist, by examination in 
other States, shall entitle him to registration as an assistant 
pharmacist in the State of Ohio without examination. 

That will give us an opportunity to get clerks, and have 
them come from other States. A great many do not want to 
come up and be examined ; they do not wish to leave a position. 
A man in New York State would like to come to Ohio, but he 
fears the examination. Rather than give up his position, and 
run the chances of failure in Ohio, he will stay where he is. 
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They have a surplus in New York State, and in Ohio the opposite 
is true. 

I received a letter from Mr. Charles Freericks, one of our 
valued members, who is now living in San Francisco, and in his 
letter he says : "What do you think of it? I am registered in 
Ohio by examination. I come out here to California, and I must 
go from Los Angeles up to San Francisco to be examined, because 
they will not recognize our certificates.'* 

Let Ohio take the lead, and take them in as assistant phar- 
macists. If they want to come in as full registered pharmacists, 
let them pass their examination. 

The second thing is, that we do away with triennial registra- 
tion ; that a pharmacist, once registered, is always a pharmacist, 
and that the expense of running the Board of Pharmacy in any 
form be borne by the State of Ohio and taken out of the treasury 
of the State, and not tax the druggists for running the Board of 
Pharmacy. 

These are the two resolutions that we adopted at the Northern 
Ohio Druggists* Association, and which we present to the Ohio 
State Pharmaceutical Association. 

A member : Do I understand you that if he is registered by 
examination by a State Board that he can register as an assistant 
in this State ? 

Mr. Hopp : Registered in other States by examination as a 
pharmacist, shall be registered in the State of Ohio as an assistant 
pharmacist without examination. 

Mr. Ogier: Unless there was a general agreement of that 
kind among all the States, would not this result possibly follow : 
That we would have a large number of assistant pharmacists 
coming in from other States who would operate, to a great extent, 
against the young man taking up pharmacy in our own State ? 
Therein lies the principle of the difficulty of all interstate regis- 
tration. 

Mr. Hopp : I do not think it will. We would have had at 
least ten more members from Cleveland at this meeting if they 
had had clerks to put in their stores. The same way in Cincin- 
nati. Mr. Garrett could not get anyone in Hillsboro. 

Mr. Ogier : Suppose Ohio should open her doors to registered 
pharmacists from other States, who could come in here and be 
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registered as assistant pharmacists. Wouldn't we have an influx 
of assistant pharmacists into this State which might be more than 
we would want? 

Mr. Hopp : I don*t think so ; yet that does not make so 
much difference, as long as the men are ordinarily competent. 
Why should we legislate against ourselves to keep help out of 
the State ? And we are now furnished with a class of help whom 
you have to pay fifty per cent, more than they are really worth. 
If we bring a surplus of assistant pharmacists into the State, if 
they are thoroughly good, competent men, let us have them. The 
majority of the druggists tell me, the question of whether they 
can leave their stores depends altogether upon whether their clerks 
will let them. They have nothing to say about it ; they have to 
ask their clerks* permission. 

Mr. Ogier : There are a great many States where the stand- 
ard of examination is very low. Take the State of Texas ; they 
have no general law. The law applies to Congressional districts, 
and the District Examiners are appointed in that way, and their 
examinations are situated accordingly. A man could be registered 
as a pharmacist in the State of Texas by examination, and come 
to Ohio, and he would not begin to be as well qualified as our 
assistant pharmacists, whom we require to pass a very fair exam- 
ination for assistant pharmacist. 

A member : I was talking to a member of the Board of 
Pharmacy in Wyoming, and he stated that the law there was 
simply a farce ; that a man could go there and take the examina- 
tion, get rich, and then come back to Ohio. 

Mr. Kenan concurred in Mr. Hopp's views regarding the 
scarcity of clerks. 

Mr. Huston reminded the meeting of the danger, in asking 
the State to assume the expense of the Board of Pharmacy, of 
having the control of the funds get into corrupt politics, and be 
dominated by a political ** pull." 

Prof. Beal: It seems to me, that in order to remedy the 
scarcity of clerks, that we should seek to amend the law of supply 
and demand, rather than the Pharmacy Law. A few years ago 
we had a great surplus of clerks ; the supply was large, the de- 
mand was small. These two things tend to adjust themselves, 
and the result of that state of affairs was, a decreasing supply 
and a correspondingly increasing demand. The pendulum has 
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gotten to the other extremity of its path. We have a very active 
demand, and a very small supply. A reaction is setting in, and 
we are going to have an increasing supply and a correspondingly 
decreasing demand. And while a stringency is, at the present 
time, felt all over this State, and many other States, nevertheless, 
I believe that it would be unwise to attempt to interfere in the 
operation of this natural law by tinkering with the Pharmacy 
Law. 

There is another way in which we can increase, to some 
extent, the number of pharmacists. I believe I am not far wrong 
when I say that at the present time we have a superabundance of 
drugstores. This results from having too many druggists, or 
men who are authorized, under the law, to own and conduct 
drugstores. Our deficiency of assistants or clerks is just as great 
as the surplusage of registered pharmacists. 

If our law provided, as I have already maintained it should 
provide, that no man could be registered as a pharmacist until 
after he had submitted to an examination as an assistant pharma- 
cist and had been registered as such and kept upon the register 
as such for a period of not less than two 3'ears, that he will be 
competent to do everything in and about a drugstore except to 
own it and be the responsible man. If our law was amended in 
that respect, it would serve every purpose that it serves at the 
present time, and would serve the additional purpose of insuring 
the thorough qualification which comes only from practical expe- 
rience, and which cannot be supplied by a school of pharmacy, 
no matter how well equipped, or how excellently conducted. 

Until we have such an enforced period of time for an assistant, 
we will be confronted by the scarcity of clerks and an ever- 
increasing number of drugstores. Every young man who enters 
the practice of pharmacy, naturally looks forward to the day 
when he shall be a proprietor. That is proper and right, and we 
approve that ambition. But if wages are low he becomes a little 
bit discouraged, and he knows he could run a store a good deal 
better than the man for whom he is working. He borrows a little 
money, gets a present from his jobber, and the result is another 
drugstore on the other corner. He has not bettered his condi- 
tion. He has reduced the amount of patronage — simply divided 
up the amount of patronage. He has done something through 
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the eagerness and enthusiasm of youth, which is not only a detri- 
ment to the trade as a whole, but is to his own detriment. 

Let us leave the Pharmacy Law alone, so far as registration 
from other States is concerned. This matter will correct itself, 
and if we do amend it, let us amend it in such a way that our 
young men will be compelled to have a sufficient amount of 
experience before they can become owners of drugstores them- 
selves. (Applause.) 

After considerable discussion of this matter by various mem- 
bers, Prof. Beal moved that this question be referred to the 
incoming Committee on Legislation, for their consideration. 
Motion seconded. 

Mr. Hopp then moved that Prof. Beal's motion be tabled, 
which motion was lost. 

Prof. Beal then restated his motion, as follows : 

Moved, that this matter be referred to the incoming Committee 
on Legislation, with the recommendation that they give it their 
careful consideration and take such action as will be most benefi- 
cial to the retail pharmacists of the State. 

This motion was carried. 

The Executive Committee reported the names of the follow- 
ing applicants for membership, which were directed to lie over to 
a later session, for action by the meeting : C. C. Laws, George C. 
Gernhardt, Joseph A Wernert, M. F. Newcomer, W. R. Harpster^ 
Paul A. Loesser and Ray C. Starr, all of Toledo. 

Thereupon the meeting adjourned until 2 o'clock p. m.

FOURTH SESSION— THURSDAY AFTERNOON. 
June 25th, 1903. 

The meeting was called to order at 2 o'clock p. m. by the 
President. 

The minutes of the last session were read and approved. 

The President appointed Prof. Lloyd, Messrs. Feil, Haney 
and Beal as a committee to consider the recommendations of 
the Board of Pharmacy report. 

Prof. Beal presented the report of the Committee on Presi- 
dent's address : 
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The committee to which was referred the President's address 
respectfully report as follows : 

1. That the committee compliment President Garrett upon 
his able and comprehensive presentation of the conditions sur- 
rounding the practice of retail pharmacy, and of the relations of 
this Association to its prosperity. 

2. That this Committee recommends the approval by the 
Association of the President's recommendation that, as the various 
pharmacy and poison laws are matters of public and not of private 
concern, their enforcement should be at public expense and not 
by enforced contributions from the pharmacist, and that the 
Committee on Legislation and the Auxiliary be requested to use 
their eflforts in securing legislation looking to this end. 

3. That this committee cordially endorses the President's 
recommendation to pharmacists to strictly observe the provisions 
of the Pharmacy and Poison Laws, since their universal observ- 
ance will inure greatly to the benefit both of the general public 
and the pharmacist. 

4. That the committee recommends the adoption of the 
President's reeomendation to elect Mr. C. N. Nye an associate 
member, and Mr. Charles Ludlow an honorary member of this 
Association. All of which is respectfully submitted.

On motion of Prof. Kauffman, the report was received and 
adopted. 

The report of the Auxiliary was presented by Prof. George 
B. Kauflfman, as follows : 

Prof. Kaufifman : Mr. President and Gentlemen. The Board 
of Control of the Auxiliary has only a very short report to make 
for the reason that during the past year there has been nothing 
doing. The Board of Control has to report a very quiet year, 
with but little progress in perfecting the organization and increas- 
ing the membership. 

Following the meeting of last year, efforts to create interest 
were continued, but after four months of trial, so little had been 
accomplished that it was deemed best to stop expenses and await 
some turn of affairs that would make the usefulness of this organi- 
zation more evident. 
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No cases have been brought to the attention of the Board, 
and no assessments have been levied. Only six names have been 
added to the roll of members. 

Following the instructions of the Association, the Board has 
prepared a draft of a Constitution and By-Laws, which is ready 
for the consideration of the members. We desire to remind the 
members that the Legislature will convene this coming winter, 
and that the present peaceable conditions are not likely to long 
continue.

On motion of Prof Kauffman, a recess of ten minutes was 
taken by the Association, to allow the Auxiliary to consider and 
act upon the proposed Constitution and By-Laws. 

Not having the necessary cuts, Prof. Arny decided to hold 
his paper for the next meeting. 

Dr. R. A. Hatcher read, also as a part of the report of the 
Committee on Papers and Queries, a paper entitled, " Laboratory 
Methods of Teaching Pharmaceutical Materia Medica," as follows : 

CLEVELAND SCHOOL OF PHARMACY* 

Laboratory Methods of Teaching Pharmaceutical Materia Medica, 

(^ 1^ (^ 

This subject was presented in a paper to the American Pharmaceutical 
Association in Philadelphia last September. (See Proceedings, p. 638.) 

A plea was then made for the advantages of laboratory work in this 
branch, and now, after another year's experience, I wish to call the attention 
of this Association to the advantages of the method. 
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I beg the earnest attention of the members for a few minutes, and I be- 
lieve that they will agree with me that there is no more reason for attempting 
to teach Materia Medica purely didactically, than there would be for trying 
to teach pharmaceutical manipulations without a laboratory. 

Let us first consider what is essential for the pharmacy student of 
Materia Medica, and then the best means of obtaining it. 

Primarily, he should be able to identify a given drug by one or several 
means and thus to detect substitutes or adulterations ; secondly, he should 
be able to judge of its value ; a drug may have utterly lost its virtues, or, 
gathered at one season, may have properties wholly unlike the same drug 
collected at another season ; thirdly, he must know the medicinal properties 
and dose approximately in most cases, more accurately in others. For the 
rest may be grouped that miscellaneous information, partly necessary and 
partly a matter of general culture, though I believe the cultured pharmacist 
considers that part of his education very profitable and necessary, and this 
may be dismissed at once from further consideration, suits the purpose best. 

Having seen what constitutes the educational requisites, let us consider 
the manner of acquiring it. Taking the first essential, ''Identification," 
here is a part of a description of a very common root : " Very long, cylin- 
drical, about five millimeters thick, longitudinall}' wrinkled, grayish brown 
or orange brown externally, with a circular zone of wood bundles surround- 
ing a central layer of parenchyme, nearly inodorous. ' ' I think you will agree 
with me that it is impossible for the student to get a very clear idea of a drug 
by merely studying such a description. I have here a blank (see chart 
pages 61-62) which was used in the Cleveland School of Pharmacy last winter, 
and which, with slight modifications, will be continued. The student is 
required to describe the drug under consideration without the book, in his 
own language, from specimens furnished him, his attention being directed to 
the more important details. 

Fancy a medical student attempting to learn human anatomy without 
the subject for dissection. So much for the gross study. Let us now turn to 
the microscopic. I have here a number of drawings made by my students 
and myself, which I shall pass around for your examination, and here is a 
blank to be used by the student in the microscopical description of the sec- 
tions under observation. (See chart pages 61-62.) The student is required 
to draw the more important drugs, since this necessitates attention to details. 

It is to the next essential that I wish to call your attention more particu- 
larly, the foregoing being mentioned here merely to give more completeness 
to the subject. Judging of the value of a drug depends upon many things. 
The method just considered gives valuable clues, but ^ve must rely mainly 
upon chemistry for learning the actual worth of a drug Chemistry is a very 
broad subject, and the study of Materia Medica involves methods with which 
the pharmacy student is not usually sufficiently familiar. 

How many of you can take an unknown drug and quickly and accurately 
determine the presence or absence of alkaloids, glucosides, proteid, neutral 
principles, etc. ? Upon the other hand, which is the more important to know, 
the twenty or more constituents of some unimportant drug, such as scoparius, 
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nineteen of them, perhaps, unimportant, or to know the essential constituents 
of twenty such drugs, and for the rest merely their general characters ? Of 
course, in the case of opium, cinchona and such important drugs we cannot 
know too much, but since it is wholly impossible to learn all the constituents 
of all drugs in the very limited time at the disposal of the student of phar- 
macy, I maintain that he should be taught the essentials of the greatest 
number and the method of investigating any which may require it, leaving 
to the works of reference the more detailed information. 

I wish that the time at my disposal permitted me to outline the course 
of chemical study of Materia Medica as pursued in the Cleveland School of 
Pharmacy ; but suffice it now to say that it embraces the separate study of 
the various classes of plant constituents and the examination of the more 
important drugs, such as digitals, cinchona, etc., for their principal constitu- 
ents. Let us glance for a moment at the relative value of certain information. 
Is it more important to know that digitals contain glucose, or to know the 
nature of the change often occurring when the leaves are improperly stored, 
whereby a picrotoxin-like principle is developed ? How many cases of death 
by heart failure may be due to worthless digitals ? 

The student can never foretell what drug may assume importance to him. 
Why should thousands study all about chaulmoogra oil when it is seldom 
used except in leprosy ? Herein lies the importance of works of reference 
and the ability to investigate any drug. 

The student who had followed the laboratory method of studying 
Materia Medica would find the purely didactic very unsatisfactory. 

I am developing this method of studying the subject, but as yet a pub- 
lished text-book is wanting, the method having not been sufficiently popu- 
larized as yet to induce publishers to put such a text-book upon the market. 

I esteem it no small favor to be permitted to present these views before 
the representative pharmacists of Ohio, and should like a free discussion of 
the subject. Robert A. Hatcher. 
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On motion, the report of the committee was accepted and 
spread upon the minutes 

The President appointed as a Committee on Time and Place 
of Next Meeting, John Byrne, Albert Wetterstroem and J. G. 
Stierle. 

Mr. Greyer: No doubt you have all noticed the increase of 
membership. This is no doubt due to the fact that we have met 
at Toledo — a city. I doubt whether we would have received 
such an increase at a place like Put-in-Bay. 

We all know that Cincinnati is the second largest city of the 
State, and I want to say that Cincinnati is ambitious : it wants to 
get first, sometime, somewhere. This is the commencement of 
the second quarter century of the history of the Association. I, 
therefore, extend to the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association 
an invitation to meet at Cincinnati next year. 

Mr. Burkhardt announced the report of the Nominating 
Committee for officers of the Auxiliary, as follows : John Byrne, 
President ; G. H. Matson, Vice-President ; Geo. B. Kauffman, 
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Secretary-Treasurer ; P. J. Ackerman, W. C. Wendt, J. H. Beal, 
Alfred DeLang, as a Committee of Control. 

On motion of Mr. King, the report was accepted by the Ohio 
State Pharmaceutical Association. 

The report of the Committee on Nominations for member of 
the Board of Pharmacy reported as follows : 

The Committee on Nominations for member of the Ohio Board 
of Pharmacy from whom His Excellency, the Governor, shall ap- 
point a member to the Board, beg leave to report the following 
names : Julius Greyer, Cincinnati ; J. M. McCann, Toledo ; Frank 
Amann, Portsmouth ; Alfred DeLang, Cincinnati ; C. F. Grand 
Girard, Circleville.

On motion, the report was received and ordered, spread upon 
the minutes. 

Prof. Feil presented the report of the Committee on the 
Report of the Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy, as follows : 

Your committee respectfully recommend the adoption of the 
recommendations of the Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy, 
but that, if the triennial registration for a fee be abandoned, that 
some method should be adopted whereby the number of pharma- 
cists and assistants actually engaged in business can be period- 
ically ascertained.

Mr. Firmin moved that the report be accepted and spread 
upon the minutes. Seconded. 

Mr. Ogier : I move that the report be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Legislation. 

The amendment was accepted by Mr. Firmin, that it be 
received and referred to the Committee on Legislation. 

Mr. Hopp read the report of the delegates to the meeting of 
the National Association of Retail Druggists, at Cleveland, in 
1902, as follows : 
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REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE CONVENTION OF THE 

N. A* R. D., HELD AT CLEVELAND, OHIO, 

SEPTEMBER 23fd to 25tli, J902. 

Mr. President and Members of the O. S. P. A. : 

Your delegation, appointed to represent the O. S. P. A. at the conven- 
tion of the N. A. R. D., is glad to be able to place before you a report 
different from the one regarding the Buffalo convention. 

Instead of amidst dissatisfaction and threatened disruption, the conven- 
tion adjourned with greater confidence in the ultimate success of the 
N. A. R. D., and with fond remembrance of the harmonious and profitable 
meeting held in Cleveland. 

The non-operation of the tripartite plan had become so much plainer 
that its most earnest advocates were ready to work for amendment of it, and 
to aid in weeding out the evil influences so glaringly exposed by Mr. Byrne 
in last year's report. It remained for the convention to change the tripartite 
plan to a binding price restrictive plan, and nobly has it done its duty. 
F'eeling that it was incumbent upon your delegation to actively further the 
success of the contract and serial numbering plan, in line with the resolu- 
tion adopted by the O. S. P. A. at its last meeting, each member upon 
arriving at Cleveland, began a campaign of elucidation regarding the superior 
advantages offered by the contract and serial numbering plan. 

We soon found out, however, that we were in the minority, and things 
began to look as they did in Buffalo. But putting aside glum forebodings, 
your delegation worked on until the time set for calling the convention to 
order had arrived. The convention was called to order by President Seely, 
and after several short addresses of welcome, the President read his annual 
address. 

It soon developed that Mr. Seely was fully conversant with his topic and 
the address was a thorough resume of the year's work and a fair chart for 
the future course of the N. A. R. D. ships. It pointed out the rocks and 
reef in the channel and defined a clear course to steer. According to the 
President, the greater danger for the N. A. R. D. lay in the following two 
points : 

1. Lack of funds to work with. 

2. Weakness of the tripartite agreement, the ease with which it could 
be broken and the violators go scot free. 

For the first, he recommended an increase in yearly dues. For the 
second, the consideration of the Cartmell rebate plan and the contract and 
serial numbering plan. After reading, the President's address was referred 
to the Committee on Resolutions, with the exception of the part relating to 
finances, which was referred to a special finance committee. 

After requesting the various State delegations to elect a member each 
for the Committee on Nomination and Resolutions, the meeting adjourned 
until the afternoon. 

The Ohio delegates elected for member on Committee on Nominations, 
Col. Fred. W. Herbst, of Columbus ; for Committee on Resolutions, Charles 
Freericks, Jr., of Cincinnati. 
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The afternoon session was opened with the reading of the reports of the 
Executive Committee. Its most important features were a reiteration of 
matters touched by the President's address and the failure of the Worcester 
plan. It recommended some change in the tripartite plan to make it more 
binding. On motion to refer the report to the Committee on Resolutions, 
Mr. Heims, of Indianapolis, called attention to the fact that the importance 
of a change of plan demanded special work and study, which ought to be 
done by a special committee, and not by the Committee on Resolutions, as 
that committee was already overburdened with work. He moved to amend 
that a special committee of nine be appointed to consider this subject. The 
motion prevailed, and the Chair appointed a committee of nine gentlemen, 
all of whom were recognized for superior ability. 

The Chair then introduced Mr. Errant, of Chicago, who has been the 
legal counsel of the Executive Committee. The President stated that Mr. 
Errant would answer questions to be asked regarding the legality of the 
Worcester plan, or other proposed plans. Mr. Errant responded, and from 
that time the hopes of the friends of the contract and serial numbering 
plan rose. 

Without referring to the Worcester plan, Mr. Anderson, of New York, 
Mr. Poley, of Philadelphia, and Mr. Frank Freericks, of Cincinnati, together 
with a number of other delegates, began a cross-fire of questions regarding 
the legality of the contract plan. The answers fully proved to the satisfac- 
tion of all present the entire legality of the plan. After receiving the report 
of the Secretary, Treasurer, and National Organizer, the meeting adjourned 
until Wednesday morning. On Tuesday evening the delegates were enter- 
tained by the Cleveland druggists, in true Cleveland style, abounding in 
hospitality and good fellowship. On Wednesday morning the chairman of 
the Special Committee on Plans, Mr. Heims, called the committee to order to 
deliberate on the plans proposed. There were four plans suggested, to all of 
which the committee paid careful attention. The first was the contract and 
serial numbering plan, the second the Cartmell rebate plan, the third the 
Phillips' plan, the fourth the Canada plan. 

The first was championed by Mr. Frank H. Freericks, of Cincinnati, and 
Prof. Anderson, of New York. The second was explained by Mr. Cartmell, 
its originator. The third by Mr. Phillips, its originator and owner. The 
fourth by Mr. Tremble, of Montreal, Canada. The special committee then 
adjourned to meet again Wednesday evening. While the special committee 
was in session in the morning, the convention had enacted routine business 
with as much dispatch as practicable to enable it to receive the report of the 
special Finance Committee in the evening. That evening session will 
remain alive in the memory of all who witnessed it. After the session had 
been called to order, the chairman of the committee reported the delibera- 
tions by first recommending several constitutional amendments, then the 
plan to raise the per capita dues for local associations to $2.00 with represen- 
tation of one delegate for each fifty members or fraction thereof, and twenty- 
five cents for State associations with a representation of one delegate for every 
two hundred members or fraction thereof. This last clause was amended to 
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one representative for each one hundred members or fraction thereof, where- 
upon the report was adopted. 

Then Mr. Voegeli, of Minneapolis, arose, and after calling attention to 
the deficit of the National treasury, asked the delegates to make up the 
amount by personal donations. An immediate hearty response followed, 
and in a few minutes nearly $1,000.00 were paid in cash. Uhen the result 
was announced a rousing cheer broke loose and the applause became deafen- 
ing. Hardly had this wave of enthusiasm subsided a little, when Mr. 
Kramer, of the Sterling Remedy Company, asked the floor and announced 
that he would be one of ten manufacturers each to give $1,000.00 to put the 
N. A. R. D. on a solid financial basis. While all delegates felt that outside 
donations ought to be cut out, still the empty treasury of the N. A. R. 1). 
compelled the delegates to gratefully accept Mr. Kramer's liberal offer. The 
whole $10,000 were fully subscribed before the convention finally adjourned. 

On Thursday morning the Committee on Resolutions made its report. 
The main feature of this report was the paragraph favoring that local associa- 
tions should designate who should be on the jobber's list. This was deemed 
unwise, and the resolution amended to leave such designation in the hands 
of the Executive Committee of the N. A. R. D. For this amendment, Mr. 
Anderson, of New York, offered a substitute motion declaring it to be the 
sentiment of the N. A. R. D. that buying clubs or incorporated associations 
of retailers doing a regular jobbing business are entitled to be on the jobbing 
list. After a great deal of discussion this substitute motion was carried. 
The convention then adjourned until 1:30 p. m. 

At the afternoon session, the President, after calling the convention to 
order, called for the report of the special Committee on Plans. The time 
had come for the tug of war. Mr. Reims, the chairman of the committee, 
arose and read the report : " Your committee having given thorough consid- 
eration to all plans presented to it, recommends that this Association adopt 
a contract and serial numbering plan and that the Executive Committee be 
instructed to put same into operation, with full power to act." The report 
was signed by every member of the committee. 

For a few seconds there was absolute silence ; then commenced a stir of 
applause and then pandemonium reigned. Cheer after cheer went up, and 
the hall resounded with applause. After order had been restored, it was 
moved to adopt the report, and it carried unanimously. 

The Committee on Nominations then reported, and the Secretary was 
instructed to cast the ballot for the nominees. Mr. Lewis C. Hopp, of Ohio, 
was elected First Vice President of the N. A. R. 1). After the installation 
of the officers-elect, the convention adjourned sine die. 

Thus closed the fourth annual convention of the N. A. R. D. Every 
delegate worked diligently and in harmony with his fellow-delegates to ad- 
vance the cause of the Association and to aid its efficiency. The result will 
no doubt be a greatly strengthened and enlarged N. A. R. D., able to do 
good work and willing to do it. Respectfully submitted,

The following resolutions were presented by the Ohio Valley 
Druggists' Association : 

OHIO VALLEY DRUGGISTS* ASSOCIATION. 

RESOI.UTIONS. 

" Whereas, At the last convention of the National Association of the 
Retail Druggists, the contract and serial numbering plan advocated by the 
Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association was adopted and the Executive Com- 
mittee instructed to seek its inauguration by manufacturers ; and 

" Whereas, The National Executive Committee has. after continued 
effort, only succeeded in inducing one manufacturer (The Miles MecMcal 
Company) to adopt the plan ; and, 

" Whereas, The adoption of the plan by the Miles Medical Company 
has fully sustained the claim of its most ardent advocates and demonstrated 
its feasibility and success in the prevention of price cutting ; now, there- 
fore, be it 

'* Resolved^ By the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association, in meeting 
assembled, that we congratulate the National Association of Retail Druggists 
in its wisdom and foresight as manifested in the adoption of the contract 
and serial numbering plan ; and be it also 

" Resolved^ That we extend our most sincere thanks to the Dr. Miles 
Medical Company for practical inauguration of the plan, and that we con- 
gratulate them on the success attained, and pledge our most hearty support 
in the distribution of its preparations ; be it also 

" Resolved y That since the feasibility of the plan has been demonstrated 
by the Dr. Miles Medical Company there appears to be no good reason for 
other proprietary manufacturers to hesitate taking it up. and a continued 
failure so to do must be construed as being due to an unfriendly and incon- 
siderate attitude on the part of such manufacturers toward the retail drug 
trade ; and be it also 

" Resolved^ ' hat we call upon the wholesale druggists of our State to 
join us in demanding of manufacturers of proprietary medicines that they 
adopt the contract and serial numbering plan ; and be it finally 

*' Resolved, That we call upon the National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists, at its annual convention to be held in Washington, D. C, to declare all 
manufacturers who have not at that time taken up the contract and serial 
numbering plan to be unfriendly to and acting in disregard of the interests 
of the legitimate retail drug trade." 

Moved and seconded that these resolutions be adopted. 
Prof. Young : Does this resolution embody an endorsement 
of these remedies ? 
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The President : I do not understand that it does. It is the 
endorsement of the plan. 

Motion carried. 

The following resolution was read, and duly adopted by the 
vote of the Association : 

RESOI^UTIONS. 

"Whereas, The results accomplished by the National Association of 
Retail Druggists during the past four years having been such as to inspire 
confidence in the success of its plans for improving the financial condition 
of the retail drug trade, therefore, be it 

•' Resolved, That the loyalty of this As^gociation to the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists is hereby reafiirmed. 

''Resolved, That the Direct Contract and Serial Numbering plan 
authorized by the Cleveland convention of the N. A. R. D., and put into 
operation by the Dr. Miles Medical Company, is hereby commended and 
endorsed, and that all members of the Association are urged to give the plan, 
and those manufacturers marketing their preparations under its provisions, 
their active and earnest support. 

" Resolved, That it is the sense of this Association that all proprietary 
manufacturers claiming friendship for the retail trade should, at the earliest 
possible moment, adopt the Miles' plan (or in lieu thereof, some other equally 
effective full-priced plan) and thus show a willingness to protect the retailer 
against the ravages of dishonest cut-rate competition. 

" Resolved, That the incoming ofl&cers and committees of the Associa- 
tion are hereby directed to co-operate in every practical manner with the 
officers and committees of the N. A. R. D. and its local branches, in order 
that the two bodies may work in the closest harmony and to the greatest 
mutual advantage. 

" Resolved, That the incoming President of the Association is hereby 
directed to appoint six delegates to represent the Ohio State Pharmaceutical 
Association at the 1903 convention of the National Association. 

" Resolved, That the members of the Association are urged to do all that 
lies in their power to make the work of the N. A. R. D. successful, that 
through this instrumentality the commercial prosperity of the retailers of our 
State may be advanced and the status of the retail drug trade of the entire 
country may be improved." 

On motion, a recess of five minutes was taken to allow 
members an opportunity to subscribe for the paper of the National 
Retail Association, known as ** N. A. R. D. Notes," the price of 
which is only fifty cents a year. Mr. Hopp explained that the 
only substantial way to help the N. A. R. D. was by helping 
them with our pocket-books, and that they were deserving of it. 

Mr. Hopp read the following resolution : 
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RESOLUTIONS. 

"Whereas, Our internal revenue laws impose a tax of $2.07 on each 
wine gallon of commercial alcohol, thus greatly increasing the cost of that 
substance and placing a heavy burden on the industries in which it is a 
necessary raw material ; and, 

" Whereas, The reduction of the tax from $1.10 to 70 cents per proof 
gallon ($2.07 to $1 .32 per wine gallon) would greatly benefit the manufactur- 
ing industries of the country, and would cheapen the cost of many articles 
of general consumpion ; and, 

" Whereas, Such tax reduction would result in practically no loss of 
revenue to the Government, since with a lower tax rate the use of alcohol 
for manufacturing purposes would be greatly increased, and the illicit dis- 
tillation of spirits, from which no revenue is now derived, would be made 
unprofitable ; therefore, by the Ohio Pharmaceutical Association, be it 

" Resolved, That we heartily favor a reduction of the tax on alcohol to 
70 cents per proof gallon, and urge the enactment of legislation for that 
purpose. 

Mr. Hopp : I move the adoption of this resolution, and 
also that the Committee on Trade Interests be empowered to 
draw up the proper resolutions to present to the members in the 
various districts of the State, to be sent to their congressmen. 

Motion carried. , 

The Committee on Time and place reported as follows : 

The Committee on Time and Place recommend the Ohio State Pharma- 
ceutical Association to accept the invitation of the delegates of Cincinnati 
to meet in that city at their annual meeting in 1904.

Mr. Hopp : I move the acceptance of the report, and that 
our next annual meeting be held in Cincinnati, O., the time being 
left to the Executive Committee to decide. Carried. 

Prof. lyloyd : I have not been able to meet the other mem- 
bers of this committee, but I presume the report I have to make 
will be acceptable to them. You know that the U. S. Pharma- 
copoeia is slow in coming out. You all know, also, that it is 
virtually by reason of the fact that Dr. Charles Rice died, and 
they had to select a new chairman at the latter end of his work. 
The breaking in of this new chairman and the working of the 
committees has delayed the Pharmacopoeia a year. 

Prof. lyloyd presented the report of the Committee on the 
U.S. Pharmacopoeia, as follows : 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON UNITED STATES PHARM ACOPCEIA . 

Concerning the Pharmacopceia of the United States, it can be authori- 
tatively stated that the reports from the sub -committees are coming in rapidly. 
It may be stated that the number of assay processes will be increased. This 
is natural and desirable. It has been decided, or at least determined, to 
introduce a number of new synthetic remedies. A desirable change will be 
in the simplifying of the strength of tinctures, for it has been decided to 
make them all either ten or twenty per cent. These points embrace perhaps 
the conspicuous features of the Pharmacopoeia, or at least some of the most 
conspicuous features of general interest. The Pharmacopoeia is progressing 
nicely. Prof. Remington is devoting most of his time to the work, and it 
will, when it appears, be a monumental credit to American Pharmacy. 

JOHN URI LLOYD, Chairman. 

On motion of Mr. Firmin, the report was accepted and 
directed to be spread upon the minutes. 

Prof. Lloyd presented the report of the Nominating Com- 
mittee, as follows :

Moved by Prof. Beal, and seconded by Mr. Ogier, that the 
report be adopted, and that the Secretary be instructed to cast 
the ballot of the Association for the election of the nominees, and 
the committee discharged. 

Motion duly carried, and the officers declared elected. 

The Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot of the Asso- 
ciation for the election to membership of the applicants whose 
names were read at a previous session. The persons were declared 
duly elected. 

The meeting then adjourned until 7 o'clock p. m. 
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FIFTH SESSION— THURSDAY EVENING. 
June 25th, 1003. 

The meeting was called to order by the President. The 
reading of the minutes was dispensed with. 

Mr. Byrne presented the report of the Committee on Trade 
Interests, as follows : 

Mr. President and Members of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion : 

Triennial reports seem to be the unwritten law with committees on trade 
interests, and the interval between the last report and the present has been 
fraught with many diversified forms in ways and means toward the better- 
ment of our condition and the hoped-for results we so much desire to attain. 

Your last report found us riding in on the crest of a prosperous wave 
that still continues, and which has been the means of lifting us out of many 
financial embarrassments, and our minds from many moral obligations ; and 
giving not only an impetus to drug interests, but to all allied interests in 
connection with the drug trade. 

Trade interests, to-day, while not all we could hope for, still continue to 
move forward at a steady pace, and the lines of demarcation are being drawn 
a little tighter each year around the arch-cutter and his "evil methods," 
and the credit for a great deal of this must be given the N. A. R. D. in the 
great work of organization and in putting men, methods and law where 
moral suasion will not prevail, handicapped as it was for a time, because of 
its youth and its bank account. But, thanks to allied interests, it has cast 
aside its swaddling clothes and is arrayed in the garments of the crusaders of 
old, with helmet and spear, ready to go forth in the strength of financial 
manhood to battle for our " bread and butter," with a side-dish of sweatmeats 
for the babies. 

Notwithstanding all the good the N. A. R. D. has accomplished, there 
yet remains much to do that will be of benefit to the retail drug interests, 
but the officials of that organization must receive the moral and financial aid 
so necessary from the retail druggists themselves. To withhold that financial 
and moral support, would show a blind conception to our own interests. 

Here are a few facts that may be worthy of your consideration, and 
pertinent to our trade interests, as well as the attention of the N. A. R. D. : 

In the State of Ohio to-day there are eleven thousand four hundred and 
thirty-three physicians practicing medicine. Thirty-three per cent, are 
practicing in our larger cities and towns ; twenty-five per cent, of the thirty- 
three write prescriptions and are filled by the local druggists. The ten per 
cent, fill all, or do as near all as possible themselves, only when they cannot 
fit the case to the free samples left by some detail man, or are short on 
samples procured at a medical meeting, or a little leery about the chemical 
strength of a lot of inert tablet triturates purchased a few years previous of 
some cheap nostrum vender. They write a prescription and expect in return 
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a box of ten cent cigars. The sixty-seven per cent, are the country practi- 
cioners who, as country druggists all know, rarely write a prescription, but 
are not so wedded to the tablet triturates. They deal more largely in 
extracts and elixirs, and eighty-five per cent, are purchased outside the 
retail store, and sixty per cent, outside the State. Then talk about your 
substituters and counter prescribing — " God save the mark." 

The price-cutters are not the only sweet-breads the retail druggists 
have to swallow. Figure, if you will, say five thousand of the sixty-seven per 
cent, purchasing on an average five dollars per month (a very small average 
I am sure), sixty dollars per year — totaling three hundred thousand dollars a 
year— sold by manufacturing concerns to physicians direct. Just think of it ! 
And these same pharmaceutical houses telling us : " We are your friends, and 
we stay awake o' nights studying how to advance your trade interests." 

The cutting in pharmaceuticals is, in our opinion, far more pernicious 
and destructive in its consequences than the cutting on patents. It, in effect, 
prostitutes the profession of pharmacy by eliminating that beautiful part of 
the young man's career in college, his study in the elements of chemistry, 
which he must cast aside on entering a drugstore, to become a *' commercial 
chemist," as it were, trading his college- trained brains to further somebody's 
commercial-made preparations. To prepare anything himself, no matter 
how meritorious his reputation, he would be guillotined upon the " altar " of 
some pharmaceutical house journal. This we believe to be a matter college 
professors should take into their " studios " and ponder over. 

While we deeply regret the fact that substitutions do exist in New York, 
confined exclusively, however, to foreign -bom chemicals, we believe it will 
inure to our benefit by bringing our American Congress to realize the peculiar 
conditions of our laws in protecting medical products that are without pro- 
tection in the country of their origin. 

Patent medicines, like '* God's poor," will always be with us, and so will 
the cutter, to a great or less extent, and will only pass out when the millen- 
nium steps in. If any of our brothers can forecast the future, they will 
know when that will come to pass. But there came out of the West (where 
all things good and great come from) the men of the hour— the " Dr. Miles 
Medical Company." Alone and unaided by even the good will of their 
allied brothers in the manufacture of patents, they started the ** Battle Cry 
of Freedom," and between the daylight and dawn thousands were flocking 
to their standard ; and to-day, by actual count in possession of your com- 
mittees, two thousand Ohio druggists out of a possible twenty-three hundred 
are members of the Dr. Miles " Legion of Honor." 

Why do other manufacturers hesitate to enroll their names and march 
with such an army ? Procrastination may lead to serious consequences. The 
olive branch is still within your reach. Why not accept it? and with a 
compact of the three loyal parties to the "tripartite " now that you have 
both a moral and a legal right, as evidenced by the decision in the John D. 
Park case, you can make the " carving-knife " of the arch-cutter resemble the 
Indian notch stick of " Kit Carson " after his last ride. 

Trade interest, with its evil effects, jealousies and personal distrusts, we 
are sorry to say, still prevails in a few of our larger cities, and will continue 
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as long as they permit those little, petty jealousies to exist, and learn to 
place a little confidence in the brotherhood of man. 

Were the cutting evil confined to the cut-rate cities, the effect would not 
be so far-reaching ; but it does not stop with the limits of the cities. Towns 
one hundred miles away are touched by its blithing influence. Thirty-five 
per cent, of the patents consumed are carried to those places by the con- 
ductors, engineers, firemen and brakemen, and distributed among a very 
wide circle of friends and neighbors. It was from railroaders running out 
of this city of Toledo that we first got our "cue," and following it up 
throughout the State, we were both surprised and startled. We, therefore, 
advise and admonish our country friends to push the '* Dr. Miles '* plan as 
your only salvation, or in time all that will be left you will be your agricul- 
tiu-al friends, and the interurbans are making inroads along that line. 

In conclusion, and with the experience of the Miles plan, we think that 
the O. S. P. A. should urge upon the proprietary manufacturers to prove 
their friendship to the retailers by speedily adopting the above or similar 
plans. JOHN BYRNE. 

On motion of Prof. Matson, the report was accepted and 
ordered spread upon the minutes. 

The President called upon Mr. Theodore Wetterstroem for 
the report of the Committee on Unofficial Formulae. 

Mr. Wetterstroem : I have no formal report to make from 
the Committee on Unofficial Formulae. The replies that I have 
received from the members of my committee contained no form- 
ulae — simply well wishes for the good of the Association. 

Years ago, when I was a member of this same committee, I 
gave you every formula that I possessed, and, therefore, have 
none to offer you to-day. But I believe that our work carried 
out by the members of the Association in another direction, would 
do more good than any of the formulae that we would be able to 
get together. 

The direction in which we are now working is in the intro- 
duction of these preparations of the National Formulary and 
United States Pharmacopoeia to the physician, and we have been 
received with kindness by the doctor, wherever we have gone. 
He has listened to us candidly and promised that he will use these 
preparations of the National Formulary. From the encourage- 
ment that I have received in my own neighborhood, I believe that 
if every live, energetic pharmacist in the State would give the 
doctor a copy of the National Formulary in a pocket edition and 
show him samples of these preparations, he would use them and 
specify them in his prescriptions. 
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Of course, there is a great deal of antagonism between the 
doctor and the druggist, and it crops out in various places. One 
doctor remarked to me that he used a preparation of the National 
Formulary, and he finds it unsatisfactory. He had a neighboring 
druggist prepare for him an elixir of iron, quinine and strychnine, 
and it was so bitter that his patient could not take it. I said, 
** My dear doctor, if you are sincere in your belief in medicine, I 
think that you should specify the National Formulary preparation. 
I believe that the pharmacist who prepared that for you put the 
required amount of strychnine and quinine in the preparation. 
If you want a tasteless preparation, or one nearly so, of iron, 
quinine and strychnine, then specify some of the nostrums that 
contain possibly about two grains of quinine to the pint and cor- 
respondingly tasteless.'* 

Another doctor was jealous of his neighboring druggist 
because the latter sold his quinine pills cheaper than the doctor 
did. I have had that complaint, and others, which I do not think 
we can overcome at present. The commercialism of the doctor 
at the present time is something astounding, and while it may 
seem that we cannot get the doctors to affiliate with us and specify 
the preparations of the National Formulary and the U. S. P., 
still, I think from the encouragement that I have received in our 
neighborhood, that if that same method was worked throughout 
the State, that more good could be done than all the new formu- 
lae which we can get together. 

I, therefore, suggest that this Association, instead of appoint- 
ing a Committee on Unofficial Formulae for new formulae, 
appoint a committee to educate the Doctor to become a Physician 
and use preparations of known standard, instead of preparations 
having standards of their own. There is enough good medicine 
in these two standards of work to treat all diseases, and I believe 
that if that fact is made known to the doctors, if we show them 
these preparations and show them that they are made according 
to standard, and not according to some tasteless formulae, that it 
will bring the best returns. 

I offer that as a suggestion, that the committee, instead of 
getting new formulaae, should make use of the present formulae 
that we have, and let the physician become acquainted with the 
good that is in them. I trust that you will discharge this com- 
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mittee for the good work that we have done in that direction in 
trying to introduce preparations to the doctors. (Applause) 

Mr. Hopp stated that he did not quite agree with Mr. 
Wetterstroem. That the National Formulary preparation of 
iron, quinine and strychnine is vile and bitter, and a lady cannot 
take it for any length of time. He stated that some people want 
a simple tonic of iron, quinine and strychnine, with lactopeptine, 
and that a tonic of that kind, taken for a month, is better than a 
stronger one which is taken for three days and then dropped. Mr. 
Hopp prepared a formula of these ingredients, of which he sells 
gallons where he sells only a pint of the National Formulary 
preparation, people even sending back here from Cincinnati for it ; 
all on account of the extreme bitterness of the National Formu- 
lary elixir. This is a formula that was published in the American 
Journal of Pharmacy before the National Formulary was adopted. 

In Cleveland there is an association composed of wealthy 
people who employ nurses to call on the sick poor people who 
cannot afford luxuries, and instruct the members of the family 
how to nurse the sick. One of the nurses wanted some iron, 
quinine and strychnine, and said : * * Isn't there some way of fixing 
this up so it will not taste so bitter ? ' ' Mr. Hopp stated that he 
gave her a bottle of his elixir, and the result has been that these 
people have bought two gallons at a time to give to the patients. 
I think we ought to follow a good deal, in our National Formu- 
lary, after the practice of the French pharmacists, who make 
elegant preparations, not much of anything in them, the people 
take them, and it will be dollars and cents in the pockets of the 
druggists. 

Mr. Wetterstroem : At present, in certain locations in Cin- 
cinnati, every item on a prescription is a specification of some 
man' s make. One man comes along who makes a good nostrum ; a 
second man says, as you say of your elixir, that it is as good, and 
is tasteless. * ' Use mine." Yours is also a nostrum, of your own 
make. 

Mr. Hopp : No, it is not a nostrum ; it was a formula 
published. 

Mr. Wetterstroem : Then that preparation should be entered 
in the National Formulary, and let us all have the benefit of it. 
I have done that with every formula that I have possessed, that 
has gone into the National Formulary ; and I think it should be 
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the duty of every pharmacist to bring to the help of his brother 
all these preparations, and let us all *' knock *' the man who puts 
up a preparation of his own under some secret formula. 

On motion, the report was received and ordered spread upon 
the minutes. 

Upon the call of the President, Prof. Beal presented the 
report of the Committee on the History of Pharmacy in Ohio, as 
follows : 

The chairman of this committee, after a session with his colleagues, 
sent out a number of letters to the pharmacists of this State, both 
members of this Association and non-members, requesting assistance 
and contributions to this very important work. Up to the present time only 
one response has been received, and this contained merely an expression of 
approval of the project. 

In view of the general lack of interest thus far manifested, the committee 
recommends the following division of labor, looking to the collection of 
material from which a history of pharmacy in Ohio can be compiled at some 
future time : 

1. That the President designate a member to compile a history of this 
Association since its organization twenty-five years ago. 

2. That this Association recommends to each local pharmaceutical 
association in the State the compilation of a history of the practice of phar- 
macy in the city or district where such association is located. 

3. That we respectfully request the editor of the Midland Druggist, and 
other drug journals of circulation in this State, to use the influence of their 
respective journals in awakening a general interest in this highly-important 
subject, and to devote a portion of their columns to the publication of mat- 
ters of historical interest as they become available. 

In conclusion, we submit a brief communication pertaining to this sub- 
ject, received from Prof. J. U. Lloyd, which is as follows : 

" It is the duty and should be esteemed a privilege of those 
who live now, to hand over to those who have to follow, that 
which may be historically useful to them. It is also desirable 
that persons aware of conditions that have transpired in the 
past, or possessed of implements and apparatus, and articles of 
concern to their art, as connected with the past, should place 
these treasures where they will not be lost. 

"The records of pharmacy in a locality, the beginning of 
the art in a city, the history of an individual of conspicuity or 
of local concern, should not vanish forever ; and these can only 
be recorded by persons connected with or concerned in those 
people. Nor should we forget that passing events need our 
attention. 

" One of the failings of a people is to pass as commonplace 
that which is familiar to all about them, and thus when times 
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change and new conditions come, leave unrecorded that which 
should have been conspicuously and exactingly placed on 
record. 

** It would be well if each pharmacist who has anything of 
concern to himself or others, would make a note of the same 
and place this in the hands of the Committee on the History of 
Pharmacy in Ohio. Record the connection that men conspicu- 
ous in other lines have had with pharmacy ; get the evolution, 
commercial and professional, that is due largely to the work of 
pharmacists; make statements concerning the movements of 
philanthropists, scientists and humanitarians in pharmacy. In 
fact, any point of interest regarding the past or present that 
becomes useful to those who look backward to events with which 
the future of pharmacy should be concerned." 

The report was signed by members of the committee. 

Prof. Feil : I not only want to move the adoption of this 
report, but, as you all know, I am a crank on this subject of 
history, and I hope that something further will be done to carry 
it into effect, so that each city and county in the State will start 
the movement this year. I hope the suggestions of the com- 
mittee will be not only accepted, but put in some condition so that 
it can be made practical. I move its adoption. 

The report was duly accepted. 

Mr. Hopp read the following paper on '* Bottling Whiskey in 
Bond," sent by Mr. Gayle, Secretary of the Kentucky State 
Pharmaceutical Association : 

BOTTLING WHISKEY IN BOND. 

Perhaps no commodity in the American market has been so generally 
discredited in the public mind by the practice of substitution and adultera- 
tion as has whiskey. The generic term strictly applied covers in this country 
the product of distillation from mash or wort made from grain, chiefly com 
or rye. Unlike nearly any other article of commerce, whiskey is not ready 
for sale immediately after its manufacture, but niust lie for years on storage 
before it becomes a healthy potable beverage or medicinal commodity. 

Every distillery must be registered by the Internal Revenue Department 
of the Government, and not one can operate except under direct supervision 
of a corps of Internal Revenue officials, whose business it is to prevent 
adulteration. When whiskey is first made by the distillation of the mash 
duly vaporized and condensed, the resultant product is a water-white, crude 
liquid containing deleterious alcohols such as are contained in the fusil oil 
produced by high temperatures in the steps of manufacture. 

These alcohols, principally amyl and butyl, can be eliminated only by 
oxidization. Experience has taught that this oxidization is nature's province. 
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This conclusion, aside from revenue conveniences, caused the institution of 
the bonded period by the Government, and at every distillery a United States 
ganger must enter, with due protective routine, this crude new whiskey 
into the Government bonded warehouses on the distillery premises, where, 
under official locks and keys, it must repose season after season, guarded day 
and night by another corps of special Government officials with as much 
care as to its safety and purity as if within the charred oak barrels in which 
it develops its aroma and bouquet, there really lay hoarded up the treasures 
of the mint. 

The expensive process of distillation and the costly method of natural 
aging soon offered to the astute merchant a tempting suggestion, and year 
after year the country has been flooded with what Chief Chemist Wiley, of 
the United States Bureau of Chemistry, calls artificial whiskey, or alleged 
whiskeys, made with essences from the laboratory, with a view to escaping 
the costs of distilling and maturation. 

These artificial whiskeys so conspicuously increased in numbers year 
after year, and were so generally sold under misapprehension by honest 
dealers under labels of every description which could successfully represent 
them as the genuine, unadulterated whiskeys, that in 1897 from the physi- 
cian, the hospital and the home of the invalid came the constant question, 
" Since we must use whiskey, why can't we get it unadulterated ? " 

In March of that year Congress answered with the Bottling-in-Bond Act, 
and now under its protective provisions whiskey bottled in its pure estate 
can be identified by a glance of the eye. 

The Bottling-in-Bond Act provides for each distillery a special Govern- 
ment officer called the Bottling-House Storekeeper. A separated bonded 
warehouse is set apart for bottling operations. Whiskey that has laid on 
storage for four years or more can be removed from the ricks of the ware- 
house, where it has matured behind grated windows and barred doors, and 
delivered into the bonded bottling warehouse under supervision of the 
United States gauger. Here it is turned over to the bottling-house store- 
keeper under official permit and here, surrounded by every possible safeguard 
against adulteration, it is bottled in bond. 

A little green stamp, having the authoritative appearance of a bank 
note, is affixed over the cork of every individual bottle under the watchful 
eye of the storekeeper. The stamps have been engraved at the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving at Washington, and have been issued by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue under the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. On every stamp the Government has had printed the description 
details of the whiskey it is to enclose, and the bottling-house storekeeper 
must see that each stamp is affixed over the exact bottle of whiskey which it 
correctly describes. After the stamp is affixed in the bonded bottling house 
the bottles are cased and a large stamp is put on the outside of the case, 
which is the Government final seal. 

This whiskey then goes into the market under the absolute guarantee of 
the United States Government that it is unadulterated, and a man in Alaska 
can have it delivered to him at Sitka in as pure estate as if he had secured it 
at the very threshold of the bonded bottling house. On the margin of every 
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stamp are these words : " Bottled in bond under supervision of the United 
States Government in distillery bonded warehouse." 

This stamp then tells under imprimatur of the United States Govern- 
ment, the age of the whiskey, the proof, the name of the distiller, the 
location of the distillery as to State and Internal Revenue number, the 
exact measure of contents and even the date bottled. By this act a druggist 
is enabled to get an article which will at once satisfy himself as to standard, 
and at the same time restore and hold the confidence of physician and 
patient. The Act is national in its scope and applies to New York or Cali- 
fornia as it does to Ohio. 

To the credit of Ohio, however, she was among the very first to generally 
adopt the method, and she stands to-day among the four leading States in 
the extent of bottling unadulterated whiskey in bond. 

Mr. Greyer moved that the paper be accepted and spread 
upon the minutes. An amendment was offered by Prof. Feil 
that a vote of thanks be tendered to the writer, which was 
accepted by Mr. Greyer, and the motion duly carried. 

J. J. Boone claimed there was a rebate of $35.00 due him 
from his tickets to Mackinac Island, and that Mr. Drackett had 
failed to answer two or three letters from him. 

It was moved by Mr. Firmin, and amended by Messrs. Hopp 
and Arny, that this whole matter be referred to the Executive 
Committee, that they be directed to communicate with Mr. 
Drackett concerning the matter, and make a satisfactory settle- 
ment. 

Carried. 

The following were elected delegates to the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, by nominations from the floor: 
Prof. G. H. Matson, F. H. King, Prof. H. V. Arny, Prof. B. S. 
Young, R. Groenland. 

The following alternates were nominated by the President 
and also elected : C. S. Ashbrook, L. H. Flocken, C. E. Payne, 
G. W. Kenan and A. C. Wilson. 

Prof. Feil moved that Mr. Hopp, the incoming President, 
appoint himself as chairman of the delegation to be appointed 
by him to the National Association of Retail Druggists' meeting. 

Motion carried. 

On motion of Mr. Byrne, a rising vote of thanks was 
extended to all those in Toledo who had contributed to the 
kindly and hearty entertainment of the Association. 

Mr. Garrett, the retiring President, extended his thanks to 
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the Association for the indulgence shown him in the discharge of 
his duties during the past year, and for the honor conferred upon 
him by the oflSce. 

Mr. McCann: I take great pleasure in making a motion 
that we extend our retiring President our most hearty thanks for 
the faithful and efficient manner in which he has discharged his 
duties. 

Motion carried by rising vote. 

The meeting thereupon adjourned until Friday morning, 
June 26th, 1908, at 9 o'clock, to convene at the Boody House.

The meeting was called to order at 9 o'clock a. m. by the 
President.

A fine banquet was tendered the Association on Thursday 
evening, at Zenobia Hall, by th6 Toledo Association. This was 
made the occasion for a further feature of the Silver Jubilee, in 
the presentation to Mr. Lewis C. Hopp, the retiring Secretary, of 
a magnificent silver service of solid silver, in commemoration of 
his faithful services to the Association through an unbroken 
quarter of a century. 

Prof. B. S. Young gently broke the news to Mr. Hopp, as 
follows : 

A very pleasant duty devolves upon me at this time. This is our Silver 
Jubilee, and this occasion would not be complete, did we not, as an Associa- 
tion, make at least a small demonstration of our appreciation of the labors 
that have been given to this Association by one that we have with us ; and 
I will call Mr. Hopp to take his place right here by me for just a moment. 
(Opening case of silver service.) 

Mr. Hopp, it is my particular pleasure at this time, and in behalf of the 
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members of the Association, to present you this beautiful silver service. It is 
pure silver, and it comes to you from the members of the Association who 
have been identified in this work with you during the past years. We want 
you to accept it, not for its intrinsic value, but we want you to accept it for 
what it means. We want you to accept it as an evidence of what is in the 
hearts of those who present it to you. 

Brother Hopp, we do not give this to you because of your beauty ; we 
do not give it to you because you never talk in the Association ; we g^ve it to 
you, not because the records of our Association meetings for the past years 
show that at least nine-tenths of the pages are given over to what Brother 
Hopp said ; we give it to you because we appreciate what has been in your 
heart during the past twenty-five years, and your labors in this Association. 
We want you to take it as an evidence of the love, of the respect, of the 
confidence, of the high personal regard that we have for you, each and all, 
individually. Brother Voss has a word to say. 

Mr. G. W. Voss then presented Mr. Hopp with a handsomely- 
bound volume containing all the letters which accompanied the 
contributions toward the silver service. He stated that they 
were voluntary, unsolicited letters from the various donors, and 
expressed the spontaneous sentiments of the heart, and the 
esteem in which the retiring Secretary was held throughout the 
Association. 

Mr. Hopp asked to be excused from any formal reply, and 
was evidently much affected by the appreciation and kindness 
shown him. He, however, thanked the Association from the 
bottom of his heart for their mark of esteem and appreciation. 

Professor J. U. Lloyd,' of Cincinnati, the well-known pharm- 
acist and novelist, author of " Stringtown on the Pike" and 
" Etidorhpa,*' then addressed the assembled guests as follows : 

Ladies and Gknti^emen : I am very glad to be with you to-night, 
and I beg you will bear with me if in my speech I ramble somewhat. I wish 
to tell you a little inside history which ought not to be locked away from 
your breasts. 

Let me say to you that I am here to-night in the face of that which 
should keep me at home. When I tell you that which I have to say, you 
will admit that I should be at home to-night and not here. Lying in the 
front upstairs room of my house is my mother, very near breathing her last 
to-night — very near, critically ill. I have been looking for a telegram every 
minute since I have been here. 

The reason I am here to-night is, by my presence to signify the admira- 
tion that I have for the great work which Mr. Hopp has done in behalf of 
the Pharmaceutical Association and the pharmacists, the physicians, and the 
people of the State of Ohio during his twenty-five years of service. 
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Whether those here to-night remember it, we of twenty-five years ago 
remember when Mr. Hopp — mind you, my friends-— when Mr. Hopp sent 
out a circular to the pharmacists of the State of Ohio calling them together, 
asking them to meet in Columbus to formulate the Ohio State Pharmaceutical 
Association. I say, whether I am the only one or not, I remember that 
circular, and I remember that Mr. Hopp sent it out ; and we who met, 
twenty or thirty of us, and made Mr. Hopp Secretary, have never had any 
reason to regret that act. He has stood by the pharmacists of the State of 
Ohio ; and those who have been through what I have been through during 
those years will recognize what it meant, sometimes, to stand with the 
pharmacists of Ohio, under circumstances that I need not call to your atten- 
tion to-night. 

Every year — and let this Association think of it — every year, from that 
date to the present, unanimously Mr. Hopp has been made the permanent 
Secretary of the Association ; and never has there been, during that time, a 
man nominated against him, if I remember correctly, and I believe that I do. 
Never once. 

And when the word went out that Mr. Hopp proposed to resign this 
year, I said I shall be there, as I was there when Mr. Hopp was made Secre- 
tary ; and I am here, and I wish to add my word to all that has been said, 
and to say that if I could emphasize it more I would gladly do so. 

We have lost a Secretary, but do not forget, we have given him the 
highest position we had to offer — the Presidency of the Ohio State Pharma- 
ceutical A ssociation . (Applause . )

CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 

This association shall be called '*Th9 Ohio State Pharmaceutical 
Association." 

ARTICLE II. 

The object of this association shall be to unite the reputable pharmacists 
and druggists of the state, to improve the science and art of pharmacy, to 
elevate its standard, and to restrict the practice of pharmacy to properly 
qualified pharmacists and druggists. 

ARTICLE III. 

Every pharmacist and druggist of good moral and professional standing 
and of legal age, whether in business on his or her account, retired from 
business, or employed by another, and teachers of pharmacy, materia 
medica, chemistry and botany, who may be especially interested in phar- 
macy, shall be eligible to membership. 

ARTICLE IV. 

This association shall meet annually at such time and place as shall be 
previously determined. 

ARTICLE V. 

The officers of this association shall be a president, two vice presidents, 
a permanent secretary, assistant secretary, a permanent treasurer, and an 
executive committee of three, all of whom, except the permanent secretary 
and treasurer, shall be elected annually by ballot, and serve until their 
successors are duly elected. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Every proposition to alter or amend this constitution shall be in writing, 
and shall be acted upon at the next annual meeting, when, upon receiving 
the vote of three-fourths of the members present, it shall become a part of 
the constitution. 
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BY-LAWS. 



CHAPTER I. 
DUTIES Olf OFPICKRS. 

Artici^K I. The president shall preside at all meetings of the associa- 
tion. In his absence or inability to preside, one of the vice presidents, or in 
the absence of all, a president pro tempore shall perform the duties of the 
president. In all balloting, and upon all questions upon which the ayes and 
nays are taken, the president is required to vote, in other cases he shall not 
vote unless the members be equally divided. He shall call a special meeting 
whenever requested by twenty-five members, and present at each annual 
meeting a report of the operation of the association. 

Art. 2. The secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the 
association, a list of the names, residence and date of entrance of each 
member, and be the custodian of all papers read ; he shall conduct all cor- 
respondence of the association, and notify each member of the meetings. 
He shall also publish and distribute the annual proceedings of the associa- 
tion, having previously obtained the consent of the executive committee to 
the necessary expenditure of money. 

Art. 3. The treasurer shall have charge of all funds and deposit the 
same in the name of the association, for which he shall be personally 
responsible ; collect all moneys due the association, pay all bills when 
countersigned by the president; issue certificates of membership; render a 
full report at each annual meeting, and report the state of the treasury when 
called upon by the executive committee. 

Art. 4. The executive committee shall take into consideration, and 
report without delay, on all matters of business, and on all propositions for 
membership, and audit all bills against the association. 

CHAPTER II. 
membership. 

Artici,E I. Propositions for membership shall be made to the execu- 
tive committee, in writing, with the endorsement of two members of the 
association in good standing, and the vote of two-thirds of the members at 
any session shall be required for election. Should any application be re- 
ceived after the closing of the annual session, or thirty days preceding the 
next annual meeting, such applicant may be elected by the unanimous con- 
sent of the members of the executive committee. 

Art. 2. No person shall be considered a member of this association 
until he has signed the constitution and by-laws, and paid the annual con- 
tribution for the current year, and for his certificate of membership. 
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Art. 3. Every member shall pay in advance to the treasurer, two 
dollars as his yearly contribution, and shall forfeit his membership by 
neglecting to pay said contribution for three successive years. 

Art. 4. Resignations of membership shall be made in writing to the 
secretary ; but no resignation shall be accepted from any one who is in 
arrears to the treasury, nor until he has surrendered his certificate of mem- 
bership. 

Art. 5. The association shall have power to expel a member by a two- 
thirds vote ; but the vote shall not be taken until the next annual meeting 
after the charges have been preferred, and the accused shall be notified of 
the charges and specifications made ag^ainst him. 

Art. 6. Pharmacists, chemists and other scientific men who may be 
thought worthy of the distinction may be elected honorary members. Their 
election shall require a vote of two-thirds (%) of the members present, by 
ballot, at the annual meeting following the presentation of names for said 
membership. They shall not, however, be required to contribute to the 
funds, nor shall they be eligible to hold oflSce or vote at the meetings. 

Art. 7. Pharmacists, chemists and other scientific men who are, or 
have been, active members of this association, and have removed from the 
state of Ohio, may be elected to associate membership. They shall not be 
required to contribute to the funds of the association, nor shall they be 
eligible to hold office or vote at the meetings. 

Art. 8. Active members of this association in good standing for at 
least five years may have issued to them by the secretary a certificate of life 
membership, upon the payment of ten dollars into the treasury of the asso- 
ciation. 

CHAPTER III. 

MEETINGS. 

Article i. Fifteen members shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business. 

Art. 2. The order of business shall be as follows : 

1. Calling the roll. 5. Election of officers. 

2. Reading minutes. 6. Reading communications. 

3. Election of members. 7. Reports of committees. 

4. Report of officers. 8. Miscellaneous business. 

CHAPTER IV. 

RULES OF ORDER. 

Article i. The ordinary rules of parliamentary bodies shall be 
enforced by the presiding officer, from whose decision, however, appeals 
may be taken, if required, by two members, and the meeting shall thereupon 
decide without debate. 

Art. 2. When a question is regularly before the meeting, and is under 
discussion, no motion shall be received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, 
for the previous question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit or amend, 
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ro postpone indefinitely — which several motions have precedence in the 
order in which they are arranged. A motion to adjourn shall be decided 
without debate. 

Art. 3. No member shall speak twice on the same subject, except by 
permission, until every member wishing to speak has spoken. 

Art. 4. On the call of any two members the ayes and nays shall be 
ordered, when every member shall vote, unless excused by a majority of 
those present, and the names and manner of voting shall be entered on the 
minutes. 

CHAPTE V. 

committees. 

Artici^e 1 . The president shall appoint the following committees, viz.: 

A committee of three members on matters of trade interests. 

A committee of three members on papers and queries. 

A committee of five members on pharmacy laws. 

A committee of five members on national formulae. 

A committee of one member for each county on state and county corres- 
pondence. 

A committee of three members on adulteration and sophistication. 

A committee of three members on pharmaceutical education. 

Art. 2. Five delegates and five alternates shall be annually elected to 
attend the meetings of the American Pharmaceutical Association. 

Art. 3 The president shall, at the first session of the regular meetings, 
appoint a committee of nine to nominate officers for the association, who 
shall report at the next session. 

CHAPTER VI. 
MISCEI.I* A NEOUS . 

ARTiciyE I. Every proposition to alter or amend these by-laws shall be 
submitted in writing, and may be balloted for at any subsequent session ; 
when upon receiving a vote of two thirds of the members present, it shall 
become a part of the by-laws. 

Art. 2. No one, or more, of these by-laws shall be suspended. 
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OHIO PHARMACY LAW. 



[Enacted April 21st, 1898.] 
AN ACT 

To amend Sections 440^, 4A06, 4407, 4408, ^09, 4410, 441 1 and 4413, 
Revisea Statutes of Ohio. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Ohio, That sections 4405, 4406, 4407, 4408, 4409, 4410, 4411 and 4412 
of the Revised Statutes of Ohio, be amended to read as follows : 
Who may re- SEC. 4405. It shall be unlawful for any person not a legally 
co*m po u^^^ registered pharmacist, to open, or conduct, any pharmacy, or retail 
prescriptions drug or chemical store, either as proprietor or manager thereof, unless 
proviso. j^^ shall have in his employ and place in charge of such pharmacy, or 
store, a legally registered pharmacist under the laws of this state. It 
shall be imlawful for any person, not a legally registered pharmacist 
to compound, dispense, or sell, any drug, chemical, poison, or phar- 
maceutical preparation, upon the prescription of a physician or other- 
wise, provided, however, that a legally registered assistant pharmacist 
may compound, dispense, or sell, any such drug, chemical, poison, 
or pharmaceutical preparation when employed in a pharmacy or drug 
store which is under the supervision, management and control of a 
legally registered pharmacist. Provided, also, that nothing in this 
section shall apply to, or in any manner interfere with the business of 
a physician, or prevent him from suppl3ringto his patients such medi- 
cines as to him may seem proper ; nor with the making or vending of 
patent or proprietary medicines by any retail dealer ; nor with the 
selling by any person of copperas, borax, blue vitrol, saltpeter, sul- 
phur, brimstone, licorice, sage, juniper berries, senna leaves, castor 
oil, sweet oil, spirits of turpentine, glycerine, glauber*s salt, cream of 
tartar, bi-carbonate of sodium, quinine, rochelle salts, epsom salts, 
alum, gum camphor, oil of cinnamon and oil of lemon ; nor prohibit 
any person from selling paregoric, essence of peppermint, essence of 
cinnamon, essence of ginger, hive syrup, sjnrup of ipecac, tincture of 
arnica, syrup of tolu, syrup of squills, spirits of camphor, number six, 
sweet spirits of nitre, compound cathartic pills, quinine pills, and 
other similar preparations when compounded by a legally registered 
pharmacist and put up in bottles and boxes bearing the label of such 
pharmacist or wholesale druggist, with the name of the article and 
directions for its use on each bottle or box, nor prohibit any person 
from selling paris green when put up in bottles or boxes, bearing the 
name of a legally registered pharmacist or wholesale dealer, and 
labelled as required by Section 4364-54 of the Revised Statutes, nor 
with the exclusively wholesale business of any dealer. 
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Sec. 4^06. There is hereby created a state board, consisting of o^io Board of 
five persons, to be known as **thc Ohio Board of Pharmacy,** who vacancy in 
shall be appointed by the governor by and with the advice and con- fiS^' ^^ 
sent of the senate. To aid the governor in the appointment of the 
members of the board, the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association 
may annually submit to him the names of five registered pharmacists 
and from the names so submitted, or from others, the governor shall 
make the appointment. The members shall be appointed for the 
term of five years, and until their successors are appointed and quali- 
fied. In case of a vacancy from any cause, the vacancy shall be 
filled by appointment for the unexpired term of office, in the same 
manner as original appointments. Provided, however, that nothing 
herein shall be held to in any manner affect the term of office of the 
present members of the board. The board shall organize by selecting 
from its members a president, secretary and treasurer. The treasurer 
shall give a bond in the sum of one thousand dollars, with sureties 
approved by the board, for the faithful performance of his duties. 
The secretary shall receive a salary to he fixed by the board, and his 
necessary expenses incurred in the performance of his official duties. 
The other members of the board shall receive the sum of five dollars 
per day for each day actually employed in the discharge of their 
official duties, and their necessary expenses while engaged therein. 
The board shall have a common seal and shall formulate rules to govern 
its action. Its president and secretary shall have power to administer 
oaths. The board shall meet on the second Tuesday of January, May 
and October of each year, at such places as it may determine, and 
may hold such additional meetings as it deems necessary. The board 
shall keep a record of all its proceedings, and a register of all persons 
to whom certificates have been granted as pharmacists and assistant 
pharmacists ; and the books and register of the board shall be prima 
facie evidence of all matters therein recorded. 

Sec. 4407. Every person now registered as a pharmacist or Registered 
assistant pharmacist under the laws of this state, shall be entitled to and^^ass^ist- 
continue in the practice of his profession until his certificate of regis- f^^^. ^^i^^^J 
tration shall expire. Every registered pharmacist or assistant phar- certificates, 
macist, who desires to continue the practice of his profession in this 
state, shall, within thirty days next preceding the expiration of his 
certificate, file with the board an application for a renewal thereof. 
If the board shall find that the applicant has been legally registered 
in this state, and is entitled to a renewal certificate, it shall issue to 
him a certificate, duly signed by its president and secretary. If a 
registered pharmacist or assistant pharmacist fail, for a period of sixty 
days after the expiration of his certificate, to make application to the 
board for a renewal certificate, such person in order to again be 
registered, shall be required to proceed as in the case of original 
registration. 

Sec. 4408. Every person who shall hereafter desire to be Examination 
registered as a pharmacist or assistant pharmacist, shall file with the reqmremeut! 
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secretary of the board an application, dulj verified, giving his age, 
the place or places at which, and the time spent in the studj and 
practice of pharmacy, and shall present himself before the board and 
submit to an examination as to his qualifications for the practice of 
pharmacy, in the following subjects: Chemistry, botany, materia 
medica, toxicology, and the theory and practice of pharmacy. If an 
applicant for a certificate as a pharmacist, such person shall have 
attained the age of twenty-one years, and shall possess four years' 
practical experience in a drug store where physicians* prescriptions 
are compounded; provided, that graduates of schools and colleges of 
pharmacy in good standing, as determined by the board, shall be en- 
titled to a deduction from the requirement of four years* practical 
experience, of the time spent in receiving instruction in such school 
or college of pharmacy. 

If an applicant for a certificate as an assistant pharmacist, such 
person shall have attained the age of eighteen years, and shall possess 
at least two years* practical experience in a drug store where physi- 
cians* prescriptions are compounded, and in charge of a registered 
pharmacist; provided, that there may be deducted from the require- 
ment of two years* practical experience the time actually spent by 
such applicant under instruction in any school or college of pharmacy 
in good standing, as determined by the board. 

If the board is satisfied that the person presenting himself for 
examination is of the required age, and is possessed of the practical 
experience required by this section, and passes a satisfactory examin- 
ation, the board shall issue such applicant a certificate authorizing 
him to practice the profession of a pharmacist or assistant pharmacist.

The standard of 
qualification and requirement as to competency in any state shall be at 
least as thorough as that established by the Board of Pharmacy of this 
state . The board shall only recognize certificates of registration granted 
by states wherein like recognition is given to persons resident of this 
state and holding certificates from the Board of Pharmacy thereof. 
Period lor ^^^ . 4410. Every certificate, and every renewal certificate issued 
which certifi- by the Ohio Board of Pharmacy, shall entitie the person to whom it 
gratited^^^^ is granted to practice the profession of a pharmacist or assistant phar- 
vocation o f macist for the period of three years. The board may refuse to grant 
calae.^*^ °^ a certificate to any person guilty of a felony or gross immorality, or 
addicted to the liquor or drug habit to such a degree as to render him 
unfit to practice pharmacy; and may after notice and hearing, revoke a 
certificate for like cause, or for fraud in procuring the certificate. 
An appeal may be taken from the action of the board refusing to 
grant or revoking a certificate for sach cause, to the governor and 
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attorney general, and the decision of which officers, either affirming or 
overruling the action of the board shall be final. Every certificate of 
registration and renewal certificate shall be conspicuously exposed in 
the pharmacy or drug store of which the pharmacist or assistant phar- 
macist, to whom it is issued is the owner or manager, or in which he 
is employed. 

Sec. 441 1 . The board shall charge and collect for the issuing and ^ * ? ■ ' ® ^ « 
registration of certificates, the following fees : For the examination where deposi 
of an applicant for a certificate as a pharmacist, five dollars ; for the *^^* 
examination of an applicant for a certificate as an assistant pharmacist, 
three dollars. In case any applicant fails to pass the examination, 
the fee shall not be returned to him, but he may, within a year after 
such failure, present himself and be examined again without the pay- 
ment of an additional fee. For issuing a renewal certificate to a phar- 
macist, two dollars ; for issuing a renewal certificate to an assistant 
pharmacist, one dollar. For issuing a certificate to a pharmacist on 
presentation of a certificate granted by another state, fifteen dollars. 
A^l fees shall be paid in advance to the treasurer of the board, and by 
him covered into the state treasury monthly, to the credit of a fund, 
which is hereby appropriated for the use of the Ohio Board of Phar- 
macy. The compensation and expense of the members and officers 
of the board, and all expenses proper and necessary in the opinion of 
the board to discharge its duties under and enforce the law, shall be 
paid out of said fund upon the warrant of the auditor cf state, issued 
upon a requisition signed by tiie president and secretary of the board. 

Sec. 4412. If any person violates any of the provisions of section Penalties. 
4405, Revised Statutes, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction shall be fined not less than twenty dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned not less than twenty days 
nor more than one hundred days, or both. Each day that any person 
violates any provision of the above named section shall constitute a 
separate offense. If any person shall file with the Ohio Board of 
Pharmacy any false or forged affidavit, or shall make under oath, any 
false statement with the intent to secure for himself, or for another 
person, any certificate of registration, or a renewal thereof, he shall 
be deemed guilty of a felony, and on conviction shall be punished as 
provided by law. Whoever, being a registered pharmacist, or assist- 
ant pharmacist, fails to display in a conspicuous place his certificate 
of registration, as required by section 4410 Revised Statutes, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction, shall be fined not 
less than five dollars nor more than twenty dollars, and each day's 
violation of this provision of the last named section shall constitute a 
separate offense. The secretary of the Ohio Board of Pharmacy is 
charged with the duty of enforcing the laws relating to the practice of 
pharmacy. If he have information that any provision of the law has 
been or is being violated, he shall investigate the matter, and upon 
probable cause appearing, shall file a complaint and prosecute the 
offender. It shall be the dutv of the prosecuting attorney, when re- 
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quested by such secretary, to take charge of and conduct such prose- 
cutions. All fines assessed and collected under prosecutions begun or 
caused to be begun by the Ohio Board of Pharmacy, shall be paid to 
the treasurer thereof, and by him covered into the state treasm-y 
monthly, to be credited to the fund for the use of the Ohio Board of 
Pharmacy. 

Sec. 2. Sections 4405, 4406, 4407, 4408, 4409, 4410, 441 1 and 
4412 of the Revised Statutes of Ohio are hereby repealed, and this act 
shall take effect and be in force from and after its passage.

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POISON LAW. 



[Taking e£fect January ist, 1903.] 

Section i. It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly sell or de- 
liver to any minor under sixteen years of age, except upon the written order 
of an adult, or to sell or deliver to any person, any of the following described 
substances, or any poisonous compound, poisonous combination or poison- 
ous preparation thereof, to-wit : The compounds and salts of antimony, 
arsenic, chromium, copper, lead, mercury, adnc, the concentrated mineral 
acids, oxalic and hydrocyanic acids and their salts, yellow phosphorus, 
carbolic acids, the essential oils of almonds, pennyroyal, tansy and savin, 
croton oil, creosote, chloroform, chloral hydrate, cantharides, or any 
aconite, belladonna, bitter almonds, colchicum, cotton root, cocculus indicus, 
conium, cannabis indica, digitalis, hyoscyamus, ignatia, lobelia, nux vomica, 
opium, physostigma, phytolacca,strophanthus, stramonium, veratum viride, 
or any of the poisonous alkaloids or alkaloidal salts or other poisonous 
principles derived from the foregoing, or any other poisonous alkaloids or 
their salts or any other virulent poison except in the manner following : 

It shall first be learned by due inquiry that the person to whom delivery 
is made is aware of the poisonous character of the substance, and that it is 
desired for a lawful purpose, and the box, bottle or other package shall be 
plainly labeled with the name of the substance, the word *' poison," and the 
names of two or more substances which may be used as antidotes. And 
before delivery shall be made of any of the foregoing substamces, there shall 
be recorded in a book kept for that purpose the name of the article, the 
quantity delivered, the purpose for which it is alleged to be used, the date 
of delivery, the name and address of the purchaser, and the name of the 
dispenser, which book shall be preserved for at least five years, and shall at 
all times be open to inspection by the proper officers of the law. 

Sec. 2. The provisions of Section i of this act shall not apply to articles 
dispensed to or upon the order or prescription of persons believed by the 
dispenser to be lawfully authorized practitioners of medicine or dentistry 
and the record of sale and delivery above mentioned shall not be required 
of manufacturers and wholesalers who shall sell any of the foregoing sub- 
stances at wholesale, but the box, bottle or other package containing such 
substance when sold at wholesale, shall be properly labeled with the name 
of the substance, the word ''poison,'' and the name and address of the man- 
ufacturer or wholesaler ; nor shall it be necessary to place a poison label 
upon, nor to record the delivery of sulfid of antimony, or the oxid or car- 
bonate of zinc, or of colors ground in oil, and intended for use as paints, or 
calomel, paregoric, or other preparations of opium containing less than two 
grains of opium to the fluid ounce, nor in the case of preparations contain- 
ing any of the substances named in Section i of this act when a single box, 
bottle or other package, or when the bulk of one-half fluid ounce or the 
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weight of one-half avoirdupois ounce, 4oes not contain more than an adult 
medicinal dose of such poisonous substance ; nor in case of preparations 
recommended in good faith for diarrhoea and cholera, when each bottle or 
package is accompanied by specific directions for use and a caution against 
habitual use; nor in the case of liniments and ointments when plainly 
labeled *' for external use only." Nor in the case of preparations put up 
and sold in the form of pills, tablets or lozenges and intended for internal 
use, where the dose recommended does not contain more than one-fourth of 
an adult medicinal dose of such poisonous substance. 

Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any person to dispense, sell or deliver 
to any person, any salts of cocaine, morphine, or its salts, or any of the 
alkaloids or salts of alkaloids of opium, except upon the written prescription 
of a legally qualified physician or dentist, such prescriptipn not to be 
refilled, except upon the written order of the person prescribing the same ; 
except, however, that sulphate of morphine may be sold by a registered 
pharmacist or assistant pharmacist in original packages containing not less 
than one-eight ounce when registered in accordance with the provisions of 
Section i of this act. 

Sec. 4. The penalty for the violation of any of the provisions of any 
section of this act shall not be less than ten dollars nor more than fifty 
dollars for each separate ofiense. 

Sec. 5. Section 4238-27, section 4364-54 and section 6957 of the Revised 
Statutes of the State of Ohio are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take efiect and be in force from and after the 
first day of January, A. D. 1903. 



SAMPLE DISTRIBUTING LAW. 

To prohibit the delivery or depositing of drugs, medicines, antiseptics, dis- 
infectants and cosmetics, either for internal or external use upon the 
premises of another. 

Be it enaded by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio: 

Section i . That any person who shall by himself, his servant or agent, 
or as the servant or agent of any other person, leave, throw or deposit, or 
have in his possession with intent to throw, leave or deposit, upon the door- 
step or premises owned or occupied by another, or who shall deliver to any 
child under fourteen years of age, any patent or proprietary medicine, or 
any preparation, pill, tablet, powder, cosmetic, disinfectant or antiseptic, 
or any drug or medicine that contains poison, or any ingredient that is 
deleterious to health, as a sample, or in any quantity whatever for the pur- 
pose of advertising, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
punished as provided for in section 3 of this act. 

Sec. 2. The term drug, medicine, patent or proprietary medicine, pill, 
tablet, powder, cosmetic, disinfectant or antiseptic, as used in this act, shall

include all remedies for internal and external use, either in packages or 
bulk , simple, mixed or compounded. 

Sec. 3. Whoever violates the provisions of section one of this act, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars, nor less than twenty-five dollars, or imprisoned not 
exceeding one hundred nor less than thirty days, or both, at the discretion 
of the court, for each and every violation. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force on and after its passage. 



COCAINE LAW 

To restrict the selling or giving away of cocaine. 

Be it encLcted by the General Assembly of the Slate of Ohio : 

Section i. Whoever sells, barters or gives away any quantity of co- 
caine, except upon the prescription of a physician, duly licensed under the 
laws of the State of Ohio, or sells, barters or gives away any quantity of 
cocaine to any person or persons without having first marked the word 
*' poison" upon the label or wrapper containing the same, and registered in 
a book to be kept by him or her for that purpose, the day and date on which 
it is sold, bartered or given away, the name and address of the physician 
who prescribed the same, the quantity thereof, the name, age, sex and color 
of the person obtaining the same, the purpose for which it is required and 
the name and place of abode of the person or persons for which the same is 
intended, shall be fined not more than five hundred dollars nor less than 
fifty dollars, but the provisions of this act do not extend to any person, per- 
sons, firm or corporation engaged in selling drugs and medicines at whole- 
sale to sell any quantity of cocaine to another person, persons, firm or cor- 
poration engaged in selling drugs or medicines at wholesale or retail, in 
accordance with the laws governing such business. 

Sec 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 
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LIQUOR LAW. 



Ruling of the Food Commissioner relative to the sale of wines 
and liquors by the pharmacists of Ohio : 

Whisky. Whisky must conform to the standard of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia, 

that is, it must contain not less than 50 per cent, nor more than 58 per 
cent, of alcohol by volume. It must not contain more than twenty- 
seven-hundredths (.27) per cent, of solids. 

This alcohol percentage corresponds to from 100 to 116 govern- 
ment proof degrees. 

Iviquor which does not come within these limits may be sold, but 
no; as whisky. Some other name must be used. 

Brandy must contain not less than 46 per cent. , nor more than 55 
per cent, of alcohol by volume, corresponding to from 92 to no proof 
degrees. It mUvSt not contain more than fifteen-hundredths (.15) per 
cent, of solids. 

Gin must contain not less than 47 per cent, of alcohol by volume, 
corresponding to 94 proof degrees. 

Rum must contain not less than 49 per cent, of alcohol by volume, 
corresponding to 98 proof degrees. 

Domestic liquors must not be sold for foreign ; that is, California 
Brandy must not be sold for French Brandy ; New England Rum for 
Jamaica Rum, nor Domestic Gin for Holland Gin. 

Apple and Peach Brandies must be distilled from the fruit. 

The article heretofore sold as Blackberry Brandy must no longer 
be sold as such, because it is not distilled from the fruit. It may be 
sold as Blackberry Cordial, provided it is prepared according to the 
formula of the U. S. Dispensatory (National formulary.) 
Wines. AH Wines are classified as either White or Red, and all must come 

within the requirements of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia, which are as 
follows : 

All wines must contain not less than 12.4 per cent., nor more than 
17.3 per cent, of alcohol by volume. 

White Wines must contain not less than 1.5 per cent., nor more 
than 3.5 per cent, of solids. 

Blackberry Wine must be prepared from the fruit. The use of 
salicylic acid, or other antiferment, or artificially carbonating, is 
prohibited.

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Every package ia which liquor is sold or delivered must be nrandinsr and 
branded with the name of the person or firm preparing the same, and "^^' 

also the words: '* Containing no poisonous drugs or other added 
poison.** If an original package is sold as received, already properly 
labeled, it does not need to be re-labeled by the second dealer. 

The above does not apply to Wines. 

Wines must be labeled ** Pure Wine,** ** Wine,** or ''Compounded 
Wine.'* 

**Pure Wine** is the fermented juice of the grape to which 
nothing has been added, and only such can be sold as ** Pure Wine.** 

When processes of clarification have been used, or sugar has been 
added, the product must be sold and labeled simply *' Wine,** and the 
word * ' Pure ** must not be used. 

All Wines which have been fortified by the addition of spirit, or 
which have been sweetened but are otherwise pure, must be branded 
or labeled ** Compoundel Wine.** Packages of such wine containing 
more than three gallons must be labeled on both ends in black letters 
at least one inch high. Packages containing more than one quart 
and up to three gallons must be labeled in black letters at least one- 
half inch high. Packages containing one quart or less must be 
labeled in black letters at least one-fourth inch high. Cases or boxes 
containing a number of small packages must also be labeled, the size 
of the letter corresponding to the amount contained in them. 

All Wines designated under the law as Compounded Wine, even if 
prescribed by a physician as Port, Sherry or Catawba, shall have the 
words ** Compounded Wine** attached thereto, as well as the physi- 
cian*s directions. Hovrever, any added drug or mixture changes said 
wine to the form of a prescription. 

The word "Compounded** shall not apply to medicated wines, 
such as are put up for medicinal purposes only, neither does it apply 
to such wines as Ives* Seedling, Norton's Seedling, Blackberry, Cur- 
rant, Elderberry, Gooseberry or Claret. 

It is not necessary to label shelf bottles from which wines and 
liquors are sold. 

For the convenience of the pharmacists of Ohio, a series of labels 
have been prepared and placed on sale with the association treasurer, 
John H. Von Stein, Upper Sandusky, Ohio.

WILLFUL POISONING. 

SECTION 6812. Whoever administers poison to a person with intent to 
kill or injure such person, or mingles poison with food, drink or medinine, 
with intent to kill or injure any human being, or willfully poisons any well, 
spring, cistern, or reservoir of water, shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
not more than fifteen nor less than two years. 

PRESCRIBING WHILE INTOXICATED. 

Sec. 6813. Whoever, while in a state of intoxication, prescribes or ad- 
ministers any poison, drug or medicine to another, which endangers the life 
of such person, shall be fined not exceeding one hundred dollars and 
imprisoned not more than twenty days. 

PRESCRIBING SECRET COMPOUNDS. 

Skc. 6814. Whoever prescribes any drug or medicine to another, the 
true nature and composition of which he does not, if required of, truly make 
known, but avows the same a secret medicine or compound, and thereby 
endangers the life of such other person, shall be fined not exceeding one 
hundred dollars and imprisoned not more than twenty days. 

PROCURING MISCARRIAGE. 

Skc. 6815. Whoever, with intent to procure the miscarriage of any 
woman, prescribes or administers to her any medicine, drug or substance 
whatever, or with like intent uses any instrument or means whatever, unless 
such miscarriage is necessary to preserve her life, or is advised by two physi- 
cians to be necessary for that purpose, shall, if the woman either miscarries 
or dies in consequence thereof, be imprisoned in the penitentiary not more 
fHnti seven years nor less than one year. 
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DEPACINQ BRAND ON ANIMAL5. 

Skc. 6850. Whoever maliciously alters or defaces any artificial earmark 
or brand upon any horse, mare, foal, filly, jack mule, ass, sheep, goat, cow, 
ox, steer, bull, heifer or swine, the property of another, shall be fined not 
more than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not more than twenty days, or both. 

POISONINO ANIMALS. 

Sec. 6852. Whoever maliciously administers poison of any sort what- 
ever, to any animal mentioned in Section 6850, the property of another, with 
intent io injure or destroy such animal, shall be fined not more than two 
hundred nor less than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not more than thirty days, 
or both. 

POISON LAW. 

Sec 6957, (See law in full on preceding pages.) 

DEPOSITING POISON. 

Sec. 6958. Whoever leaves or deposits any poison, or any substance 
containing poison, in any common, street, alley, lane or thoroughfare of any 
kind, or any yard or enclosure other than yard or enclosure occupied by 
such person, shall be fined not more than fifty nor less than five dollars, or 
imprisoned not more than thirty nor less than five days, or both, and shall 
be liable to the person injured for all damages sustained. 

IMMORAL ARTICLES. 

Sec. 7027. Whoever sells or offers to sell or gives away or has in his 
possession with or without intent to sell or give away, any obscene , lewd or 
indecent or lascivious book, pamphlet, paper, drawing, lithograph, engrav- 
ing, picture, daguerrotype, photograph, stereoscopic picture, model, cast, 
instrument or article of indecent or immoral use, or instrument or article for 
procuring abortion or preventing conception; or advertises the same for sale; 
or writes or prints any letter, circular, handbill, card, book, pamphlet, ad- 
vertisement or notice of any kind, or gives information orally stating when, 
how or where or by what means any of the obscene, lewd, indecent or 
lascivious articles or things hereinbefore mentioned can be purchased or 
otherwise manufactured ; or manufactures or draws and exposes or draws 
with intent to sell or have sold, or prints any such arsicles, shall be fined 
not more than one thousand nor less than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not 
more than one year, or both ; but nothing in this section or the next two 
sections shall be construed to affect teaching in regularly chartered medical 
colleges or the publication of standard medical books or the practice of 
regular practitioners of medicine or druggists in their legitimate business. 

Sec 7028 makes it unlawful to mail such matter or give notice through 
the mail where such things may be obtained. 
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ADVERTISING PROHIBITED ARTICLHb'. 

Sec. 7029. Whoever prints or publishes any advertisement of any 
secret drug or nostrum, purporting it to be for the exclusive nae of females, 
or which cautions females against their use when in a condition of preg 
nancy, or in any way publishes any account or description of any drug, 
medicine, instrument or apparatus for preventing conception or for procure 
ing abortion or miscarriage, or keeps for sale or gratuitous distribution any 
newspaper, circular, pamphlet or book, containing such advertisement, 
account or description, shall be fined not more than one thousand dollars, 
or imprisoned not more than six months, or both. 

DISTRIBUTING THE ABOVE. 

Sec. 7030. Whoever sells or gives away or keeps for sale or gratuitous 
distribution any secret drug or nostrum, purporting to be exclusively for the 
use of females, or for preventing conception or procuring abortion or mis- 
carriage, shall be fined not more than one thousand dollars, or imprisoned 
not more than six months, or both.

Sec. 8892. » * * * That upon the business of trafficking in spirit-

» * * * the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars. * * * * 

Sec. 8899. The phrase ** trafficking in intoxicating liquor,'* as used ia 
this act, means the buying or procuring and selling of intoxicating liquors 
otherwise than upon prescription issued in good faith by reputable physicians 
La active practice or for exclusively known mechanical, pharmaceutical, or 
sacramental purposes. * * * * 

Sec. 8902. That the sale of intoxicating _iquor, whether distilled, malt 
or vinous, on the first day of the week, commonly called Sunday, except by 
a regular druggist on the written prescription of a regular practicing physi- 
cian for medical purposes only, is hereby declared unlawful. 

Sec. 8903. (Sale to minors, except on written order of parents, guardian 
or family physician, prohibited witn penalty. )
